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CANADA-ONTARIO 
SUBSIDIARY AGREEMENT 
NORTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


THIS AGREEMENT made this 23rd day of May, 1974 


BETWEEN: 
THE GOVERNMENT OF CANADA (hereinafter 
referred to as "Canada"), represented 
herein by the Minister of Regional 
Economic Expansion, 
OF THE FIRST PART, 
AND: 


THE GOVERNMENT OF THE PROVINCE OF 
ONTARIO (hereinafter referred to as 
"Ontario"), represented herein by 

the Treasurer of Ontario and Minister 
of Economics and Intergovernmental 
Attaics, 


OF THE SECOND PART. 


WHEREAS Canada and Ontario signed a General Development Agreement dated 
February 26, 1974 (hereinafter referred to as the "GDA") to achieve the 
objectives stated in section 3 thereof; 


AND WHEREAS in pursuit of those objectives, Canada and Ontario have agreed 
to seek to achieve a co-ordinated application of relevant federal and 
provincial policies and programs through the process of identifying 
developmental opportunities and assisting in their realization through the 
co-ordinated and concentrated application of relevant federal and provin- 
cial programs, including the provision of specialized measures required 
for such realization; 


AND WHEREAS Canada and Ontario agree that the objectives of this Agreement 
shall be consistent with the objectives stated in section 3 of the GDA 

and those of Ontario as stated in the document entitled "Design for 
Development: Northwestern Ontario Region - Phase 2: Policy Recommenda - 
tions"; 


AND WHEREAS the Governor in Council by Order in Council P.C. 1974-1171 of 
the 17th day of May, 1974, has authorized the Minister of Regional Economic 
Expansion to execute this Agreement on behalf of Canada;

AND WHEREAS the Lieutenant Governor in Council by Order in Council 0.C. 
1351 of the 22nd day of May, 1974, has authorized the Treasurer of Ontario 
and Minister of Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs to execute this 
Agreement on behalf of Ontario: 


NOW THEREFORE the parties hereto mutually agree as follows: 


DEFINITIONS 
ats In this Agreement: 
(a) "eligible cost of the project" means those costs defined 
in-section™ 5; 
(b) "Federal Minister" means the Minister of Regional Economic 


Expansion of Canada and includes anyone authorized to act 
on his behalf;

(h) "Provincial Minister" means the Treasurer of Ontario and

includes anyone authorized to act on his behalf; and 


(7) “subsidiary agreement" means an agreement made pursuant 
to section 6 of the GDA. 


BACKGROUND 


2. (1) Although Ontario ranks among the most prosperous of the 10 
provinces from the standpoint of aggregate indicators of 
economic wealth, such measures fail to reflect the Significant 
disparities in economic terms among Ontario's five Planning 
Regions. In fact, a large part of Northern Ontario has not kept

pace with the proivnce as a whole or Canada generally from a 
development point of view. Unemployment rates and per capita 
income levels in the Northeastern and Northwestern Planning 
Regions of the province compare unfavourably with the correspon- 
ding provincial and national averages. 


Social and economic development in Northern Ontario is impaired 
by the long distances separating the communities in the region 
from each other and from national and international markets 

and sources of supply. Also, the range of economic activities 
in the north is comparatively narrow, consisting mainly of the 
exploitation and export of mineral and forest resources. 
Despite the prominence of mining, a secondary metal industry has 
not developed. The relative lack of processing facilities and 
service operations acts as a serious constraint on the number 
of income and employment opportunities. In fact, manufacturing 
employment has actually declined over the past decade. 


World market vagaries and the depletion of non-renewable 
resources affect adversely the stability of the many communities 
heavily dependent on one or, at most, a handful of economic 
pursuits. The purchasing power in many of Northern Ontario's 
urban centres is often insufficient to attract supporting 
industries, and distances and linkages within the market area 
are not conducive to the achievement of minimum costs and 
economies of scale. Moreover, labour markets tend to be limited 
to a given community and its immediate vicinity. 


While the region possesses a high potential for tourism, better 
and faster access from the more populous areas of the continent 
will be required if this potential is to be realized. Limited 
capital availability and the relative lack of local entrepren- 
eurial talent continue to act as constraints upon the optimum 
development of a tourist industry. 


The residents of the many unorganized municipalities are typified 
by disproportionately low levels of income. Also, these 
communities suffer from a serious lack of public services. 


The overall consequences of the foregoing conditions are a rate 
of population growth which is approximately one-fourth the 
provincial figure, a below-average rate of labour force partici- 
pation, particularly among women, a high rate of unemployment, 
and a rate of out-migration almost equivalent to the rate of 
natural population increase. 


To accelerate economic growth in Northwestern Ontario, it will 
be necessary to reinforce the intended role of Thunder Bay as 
the region's "primate centre" by eliminating a critical infra- 


structure bottleneck. As an indication of the relative regional 
significance of the city, slightly less than half of the North- 
western Region's population is concentrated there with the 
remainder living in widely dispersed smaller centres and remote 
areas. Other key communities in the Northwest will also require 
improved urban services in order for them to conform to Ontario's 
policy of utilizing, wherever possible, existing communities for 
service and dormitory purposes in connection with the develop- 
ment of new resource-based economic activities. In addition, 
the socio-economic development of the Northwest will require 
Significant improvements to the region's transport network. 


(8) Pursuant to Ontario policy, Thunder Bay is expected to perform to 
a greater degree the role of servicing Northwestern Ontario's 
primary industries, processing the region's products, acting 
as a trans-shipment/distribution point, and providing a range of 
employment opportunities. The strengthening of this multi- 
faceted role is expected to have a corresponding beneficial 
effect on the region generally. However, Thunder Bay is severely 
constrained in the carrying out of its intended functions by the 
inadequacy of its infrastructure, especially the lack of ade- 
quate sewage treatment facilities, sewers, roads, drainage 
systems and water mains. Because of the city's deficiency in 
Sewage treatment capacity, the Ontario Ministry of the Environ- 
ment has imposed a freeze on the servicing of new land within the 
city. One of the effects of this situation has been a pronounced 
Shortage of serviced land for housing and industry, giving rise 
to a rapid increase in land costs. 


(9) It is estimated that an expenditure of $143 million would be 
required to correct the existing situation, and that Thunder Bay's 
Share after normal provincial grants would amount to $92 million. 
Based on its existing financial position, the city could not 
undertake an investment of this magnitude within a short enough 
time to enable it to assume effectively its assigned role in the 
Socio-economic development of the whole region. 


(10) In the Lake St. Joseph area, a mining concern is proposing to 
develop an iron ore body. This mineral deposit is estimated to 
contain 600-700 million tons of ore suitable for the production 
of iron oxide pellets for use in blast furnaces and Sponge iron 
for use in electric furnaces. Strong world-wide demand for Steel, 
and the rapidly increasing price of steel scrap, indicate that 
the prospects for this mine are excellent. 


(11) Assuming that the proposed Lake St. Joseph development goes 
ahead, a sizable area in Northwestern Ontario will be opened up, 
giving rise to a substantial number of new jobs. In addition 
to the possible iron mining venture, the beginning of logging 
operations south of Lake St. Joseph is anticipated in the near

future. Other resources in the area heretofore unexploited may 
prove feasible for development during the next few years. To 
house the workers who are expected to be employed by these 
economic activities, a new town-site will be required. Ontario 
has hired consultants to make recommendations in this regard. 


Northwestern Ontario contains a number of forest and mineral 
resources which are either untapped or only partially exploited 
because of an inadequate road system. With selective improve- 
ments to the existing road network, it is expected that resource 
production can be increased significantly over the present 

level, thereby lending impetus to further developments within the 
region. These improvements should also enhance the Northwest's 
tourism potential. 


A copper-nickel mining project located west of Highway 599 near 
Pickle Lake is expected to go into operation in 1976. The iron 
mining site at Lake St. Joseph is also situated near Highway 

999. A considerable portion of this highway must be reconstructed 
in order to accommodate the heavy-duty, ore-carrying trucks 

which will be used to transport the output from the copper- 

nickel mine to the main line of the Canadian National Railway 

at Savant Lake. An improved highway will also benefit the 
proposed iron mine and make it easier to exploit the forest 
potential of the Lake St. Joseph area. 


In line with Ontario's policy of minimizing new town-site develop- 
ments and pursuant to "Design for Development: Northwestern 
Ontario Region - Phase 2", Ignace is performing the role of the 
primary dormitory community in the case of an existing base metal 
mine and a copper-zinc property near Sturgeon Lake where full- 
scale construction has recently begun. Ignace is experiencing 
difficulties in funding the expansion of its sewage treatment 
plant which has become necessary as a result of the town's 
dormitory role, and has asked for financial assistance. Part 

of the rationale for this request involves the fact that the 
mining developments are taking place beyond the community's 
boundaries and hence outside its taxing authority. 


It is possible that, over the next few years, a number of large 
industrial projects will materialize in the vicinity of Thunder 
Bay. It may be desirable from the point of view of municipal 
services, transportation, the environment, manpower availability, 
and development generally to group these projects together in an 
industrial complex. However, a feasibility study is required to 
assess in detail the various economic, social and environmental 
implications of this locational concept. 


In many areas of Northwestern Ontario, the harvesting of wild 
rice is becoming an important economic activity. It might be 
possible to increase the income of the harvesters from this 
Source. To assess the income potential in connection with wild 
rice, further investigation is needed.

OBJECTIVES 


This Agreement provides for the joint participation of Canada and 
Ontario in projects directed towards the attainment of the 
objectives of the GDA and which are consistent with the goals and 
recommendations set out in Ontario's policy statement, "Design 
for Development: Northwestern Ontario Region - Phase 2". 


Canada and Ontario have agreed to co-operate in the launching 

of measures designed to increase the number and range of viable 
employment and income opportunities in Northwestern Ontario. 
These measures consist of selective improvements to the region's 
infrastructure and the investigation of possible development 
opportunities. Their pursuit is intended to achieve the 
following specific objectives: 


(a) strengthening the region's designated primate and 
Strategic centres, as identified in "Design for Develop- 
ment: Northwestern Ontario Region - Phase 2"; 


(b) increasing the net value of production by the resource- 
related industries in the Northwest through the processing 
of additional local raw materials prior to shipment else- 
where; 


(c) improving the transportation and communication systems 
within the Northwest; and 


(d) making optimum use of existing public investments in the 
region by rationalizing, where possible, its urban 
structure. 


SUBJECT MATTER 


schedule "A" attached to and forming part of this Agreement 
consists of a list of projects that Ontario shall arrange to have 
carried out under this Agreement. The projects, the costs of 
which are specified in Schedule "A", can be described briefly 

as follows: 


(a) constructing new, and extending existing, sewage lines 
in Thunder Bay to strengthen the city's intended develop- 
ment role by opening up new industrial and residential 
areas; 


(b) providing infrastructure assistance for a new town-site 
associated with developments in the vicinity of Lake 
St. Joseph; 


(3) 


(c) constructing access roads to enable the more effective 
utilization of natural resources in selected areas of 
Northwestern Ontario, and enhancing the tourist potential 
of these areas; 


(d) reconstructing a major portion of Highway 599 to accommo- 
date the weight of ore-carrying trucks in connection with 
the copper-nickel mining development near Pickle Lake, 
and to assist in the realization of other industrial 
activities; 


(e) expanding the sewage treatment plant in the community of 


Ignace to serve the new housing facilities necessary to 
accommodate a large number of the workers employed at the 
mining developments located in the vicinity of Sturgeon 
Lake; 


(f) engaging in research of a social, economic and environ- 
mental nature to determine the feasibility of establishing 
a complex to accommodate a number of heavy industries 
contemplating location in the Thunder Bay areas; and 


(g) identifying through research the potential for expanding 
the wild rice harvest in Northwestern Ontario. 


(a) Ontario shall arrange to have undertaken during the term 
of this Agreement the projects listed in Schedule "A". 
Ontario shall arrange to have taken over each infrastruc- 
ture and road project on completion, and shall arrange for 
their operation, maintenance and repair. 


(b) Ontario shall arrange for the takeover and acquisition 
of all lands and interests in lands that are required for 
the said projects. 


Ontario shall arrange for the undertaking of all projects 
listed in Schedule "A" during the term of this Agreement and, 
unless the Federal Minister otherwise agrees, Canada shall not 
be responsible for any costs incurred after the termination 
date of this Agreement, nor shall Canada pay any claim which is 
not received within twelve months after the said termination 
date.

FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 


The eligible costs to be financed or shared under this 
Agreement by Canada in respect of the infrastructure and 
road programs outlined in Schedule "A" shall consist of 

all direct costs, including those relating to public 
information but excluding administration, survey, engineer- 
ing and architecture costs, that in the opinion of the 
Management Committee have been reasonably and properly 
incurred for the implementation of these programs by 
Ontario; plus ten per cent (10%) of these costs as an 
allowance towards the exclusions specified. 


The costs to be financed by Canada do not include any 
costs relating to the acquisition of lands or interests in 
lands, or costs arising from the conditions of acqusition. 


With respect to the study program mentioned in Schedule 
"A", the eligible costs to be financed or shared under 
this Agreement by Canada shall consist of the costs of 
any external services obtained pursuant to section 9, 
and any other specific direct costs approved by the 
Management Committee. 


Unless otherwise agreed by the Ministers, the eligible 
costs of each project shall be limited to the estimated 
costs specified in Schedule "A". 


If, at any stage of a project, it appears to Ontario that 
the costs thereof will exceed the relevant estimated 
costs specified in Schedule "A", Ontario shall promptly 
So inform the Management Committee and state the reasons 
for such increase. 


Upon being informed, the Management Committee shall 
consider the circumstances which have contributed to the 
increase in the estimated costs and shall prepare and 
present a report and recommendations to the Ministers in 
respect of the action proposed to be taken. The report 
of the Management Committee shall include the following: 


(1) a statement of the amount by which the estimated 
costs are exceeded; 


(2) a statement of the reasons why the estimated costs 
are exceeded; 


(3) a recommendation as to whether or not the amount 
by which the estimated costs are exceeded should be 
adjusted between the parties to this Agreement; 


(3)

(4) ta recommendation as to the costs or the proportion 
of the costs to be paid by each party where an ad- 
justment is to be made; and 


(5) such further information or recommendations as may be 


necessary to determine the action proposed to be 
taken. 


Notwithstanding anything in this Agreement, the total amount 


payable by Canada under this Agreement with respect to the 


projects listed in Schedule "A" shall be fifty per cent (50%) 


of the total eligible costs up to an amount of $21 272 000, 


which amount includes a contingency allowance of fifteen per 


cent (15%). 


ADMINISTRATION AND MANAGEMENT 


Each of the Ministers shall designate an equal number of 
senior officials to be responsible for the administration 
of this Agreement. These officials shall constitute 

the Management Committee whose function it shall be to 
establish a definition of each project specified in 
Schedule "A", oversee the implementation of the projects, 
and fulfill the responsibilities identified for the 
Management Committee elsewhere in this Agreement. The 
Federal Minister and the Provincial Minister shal] 
respectively appoint one Federal and one Provincial 
official from the members of the Management Committee to 
act as a co-chairman. 


The Management Committee shall submit for the approval of 
the Ministers annually, and no later than September 1, 

an assessment of the progress being made in implementing 
this Agreement, the effectiveness of the programs listed 
in Schedule "A" in achieving the specified objectives, 
the continuing relevance of these objectives, and the 
budget estimates for the subsequent fiscal year. 


Canada and Ontario agree to provide the Management 
Committee with all information necessary for the perfor- 
mance of its function. 


PAYMENT PROCEDURES 


Payments by Canada shall be promptly made to Ontario on the 


basis of Progress claims setting out the costs actually incurred 
and paid for the projects, and submitted in a form and verified 


in a manner satisfactory to the Federal Minister. 


(a) In order to assist in the interim financing of Canada's 
share of the projects, Canada shall, if Ontario so requests, 
make an interim payment for the amount of funds required 
for the remainder of the quarter of the fiscal year in 
which a project is approved, based on a forecast of the 
cash requirements for that quarter prepared by Ontario and 
approved by the Management Committee in a form satisfactory 
to the Federal Minister. 


(b) In each subsequent quarter of the fiscal year, further 
interim payments shall be made to finance Canada's share 
of expenditures in the quarter in connection with approved 
projects upon request by Ontario submitted in a form 
satisfactory to the Federal Minister and approved by the 
Management Committee, based on a forecast of the cash 
requirements for the quarter taking into account the 
Status of the previous quarter's interim payment. 


(c) Ontario shall account for each such interim payment by 
promptly submitting to Canada by no later than the end 
of the following quarter detailed claims covering the 
costs actually incurred and paid, verified in a manner 
satisfactory to the Federal Minister. Any discrepancy 
between the amounts paid by Canada by way of interim 
payments and the amounts actually payable by Canada 
Shall be promptly adjusted between Canada and Ontario. 


(d) No interim payment shall be made in a Subsequent fiscal 
year until the interim payments made in the previous 
fiscal year have been accounted for. 


Payment of claims under section 7 shall be augmented by ten per 
cent (10%) for infrastructure and road projects as provided 
for in subsection 5 (1) (a). 


TERMINATION 


This Agreement shall terminate on March 31, 1977. 


TENDERS AND CONTRACT AWARDS 


Unless the Management Committee otherwise agrees, all 
construction, purchase and other contracts shall be let 
pursuant to tenders invited by public advertisement. 


The opening of all tenders shall be public and the Management 
Committee shall be supplied with copies of each advertisement 
for tender, together with notice of the time and place for

tender opening, in sufficient time to enable any member of the 
Management Committee or his representative to be present at 
all tender openings and to participate in the evaluation of 
tenders. 


All contracts shall be awarded to the responsible and 
responsive tenderer who submitted the lowest evaluated 
bid, unless otherwise agreed by the Management Committee. 


All contracts for professional services shall be supervised 
in accordance with procedures to be approved by the 
Management Committee, and reports produced by consultants 


or resulting from such contracts shall become the property 


of both parties to this Agreement. 


All announcements of contract awards shall be made 
jointly by Canada and Ontario. 


IMPLEMENTATION 


(a) All substantive amendments to contracts shall require the 
prior approval of the Management Committee. 


(b) Any member of the Management Committee or his representative 
shall be permitted to inspect any project at all reasonable 
times for the purpose of verifying progress claims and 
obtaining any other information concerning the project 
wnich may be required by the Federal Minister or the 
Provincial Minister. 


(c) Ontario shall forward to the Management Committee a report 
as to the progress of the work done under this Agreement 
in such detail and at such time as may be required by 
the Management Committee. 


(d) Sections 9 and 10 do not apply to contracts that involve 
only the administration, survey, engineering or archi tec- 
ture costs referred to in subsection 5(1) (a). 


(a) Contracts and purchases made and work done prior to the 
date of this Agreement in respect of the projects listed 
in Schedule "A" may be accepted as complying with this 
section if they are consistent with subsection 8.4 of the 
GDA and if they are approved in writing by the Federal 
Minister on the recommendation of the Management 
Committee. 


(b) In addition to costs allowed under subsection 8.4 of the 
GDA, commitments made and costs incurred after February 
26, 1974 by either party, pertaining to any project ~ 
covered by this Agreement, are eligible for cost-sharing 
as provided for in subsection 5(3). 
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PUBLIC INFORMATION 


Canada and Ontario agree to cooperate in the development and 


implementation of a program of public information respecting the 


implementation of projects under this Agreement, and further agree 
to supply, erect and maintain: 


(a) during the course of construction of each infrastructure and 
road project, a sign or signs specifying that the relevant 
project is a Canada-Ontario Regional Development Project 
financed by contributions by the Department of Regional 
Economic Expansion of the Government of Canada (and any other 
Federal Agency, where relevant) and the Government of the 
Province of Ontario, or such other wording to the like effect 
as may be agreed to by the Ministers; 


(b) upon completion of each construction project, a permanent 
Sign or plaque to the effect set forth in (a); and 


(c) any public announcement of the measures covered by this 
Agreement, and any official Opening ceremony for a construc- 
tion project outlined in Schedule "A", shall be arranged 
jointly by the Ministers. 


GENERAL 
The terms and conditions of the GDA apply to this Agreement. 


CONDITIONS OF EMPLOYMENT 


The following conditions relevant to employment and the award of 
contracts shall apply in respect of all projects carried out under 
this Agreement: 


(a) recruiting of labour shall be conducted through the Canada 
Manpower Centres unless the Management Committee considers 
that this service cannot reasonably be provided; 


(b) in the employment of persons on a project, there shall be no 
discrimination by reason of race, sex, age, marital status, 
national origin, colour, religion or political affiliation; 
and 


(c) the provisions of the Labour Standards Arrangement proposed by 
the Federal Department of Labour in 1970 shall be applicable 
to this Agreement, it being understood and agreed that to the 
extent that there are higher Ontario standards applicable to 
particular occupations or regions, these higher standards shall 
apply.

EVALUATION 


During this Agreement, Canada and Ontario shall jointly effect 

a continuing assessment of the projects listed in Schedule "A" 
having regard to the Agreement's stated objectives. A progress 
report shall be submitted by the Management Committee to the 
Ministers on or before their annual meeting as prescribed in 
Subsection 9.1 and section 10 of the GDA. The evaluation process 
Shall be completed within twelve months of the termination date 
Specified in section 8. 


AMENDMENTS 


This Agreement, and Schedule "A" thereof, may be amended from 
time to time by the Ministers in writing. It is expressly 
understood and agreed, however, that any amendment to sub- 
section 5 (3) shall require the approval of the Governor in 
Council.

CORNWALL AREA 


THIS AGREEMENT made this 26th day of February, 1974 


BETWEEN: 
THE GOVERNMENT OF CANADA 
(hereinafter referred to as "Canada”), 
represented herein by the Minister 
of Regional Economic Expansion, 
OF THE FIRST PART, 
AND: 


THE GOVERNMENT OF THE PROVINCE 

OF ONTARIO (hereinafter referred to 
as "the Province"), represented 
herein by the Treasurer of Ontario 
and Minister of Economics and 
Intergovernmental Affairs, 


OF THE SECOND PART. 


WHEREAS Canada and the Province signed a General Development Agreement 
dated February 26, 1974 (hereinafter referred to as the "GDA") to achieve 
the objectives stated in section 3 thereof; 


AND WHEREAS in pursuit of these objectives, Canada and the Province have 
agreed to seek to achieve a coordinated application of relevant federal 
and provincial policies and programs through the process of identifying 
developmental opportunities and assisting in their realization through 
the coordinated and concentrated application of relevant federal and 
provincial programs, including the provision of specialized measures 
required for such realization; 


AND WHEREAS Canada and the Province agree that it is desirable to assist 
Cornwall to become an urban centre capable of generating and sustaining 
sufficient economic and social activity in the future to improve the 
living standard of the people resident in the area; 


AND WHEREAS the Governor in Council by Order in Council P.C. 1974-317 of 


the 2lst day of February, 1974, has authorized the Minister of Regional 
Economic Expansion to Execute this Agreement on behalf of Canada; 


AND WHEREAS the Lieutenant Governor in Council by Order in Council 
522/74 of the 20th day of February, 1974, has authorized the Treasurer 
of Ontario and Minister of Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs to 
execute this Agreement on behalf of the Province; 


NOW THEREFORE the parties hereto mutually agree as follows: 


DEFINITIONS 


es In this Agreement: 


(a) 


(b) 


“eligible cost of the project" means those costs defined 
in section 7; 


“Federal Minister" means the Minister of Regional 
Economic Expansion of Canada and includes anyone 
authorized to act on his behalf; 


“fiscal year" means the period commencing on April Ist 
of any year and terminating on March 31st of the 
immediately following year; 


"initiative" means the subject matter of any subsidiary 
agreement, and includes any program, project or other 
activity designed to implement the purposes of the GDA; 


“management committee" means the committee referred to 
tnesection 10;

"project" means any specific project which by itself or 
together with other projects constitutes an essential 
infrastructure support as provided for in section 4 and 
Schedule "A" to this Agreement; 


“Provincial Minister" means the Treasurer of Ontario and 
Minister of Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs and 
includes anyone authorized to act on his behalf; and 


“subsidiary agreement" means an Agreement made pursuant 
to section 6 of the GDA. 


BACKGROUND 


2. Although Ontario ranks among the most prosperous of the ten 


provinces of Canada from the standpoint of aggregate indicators 
of economic wealth, such measures fail to reflect significant 
disparities in economic terms within the province. In parts of 
Eastern Ontario, unemployment rates and per capita incomes 
compare unfavourably with both the provincial and national 
averages. 


The City of Cornwall, with a population of approximately 47,000, 
is situated in the Eastern Ontario Planning Region as defined 

by the Ontario Government. As the major urban centre in the 
Ontario portion of the St. Lawrence River Valley, Cornwall has 
an important role to play in the attainment of the goals of the 
Province's Design for Development program. These goals include 
the achievement of greater income and employment opportunities 
and a better standard of living for the population of a sizable 
Surrounding area. 


Cornwall has attracted a considerable number of the workers 
leaving the traditional agricultural and forestry sectors and 
the very small communities in the extreme southeastern portion 
of Ontario. On the other hand, over the past 15 years, with the 
disappearance or decline of older manufacturing establishments 
or activities in the wood-using and textile fields, the city 

has experienced difficulty in providing sufficient employment 
Opportunities even for its own population. Consequently, 
unemployment has been much above the provincial average despite 
relatively heavy outmigration on the part of some residents. 


In recent years, the industrial incentives programs of the 
Department of Regional Economic Expansion and the Ontario 
Development Corporation have been successful in inducing a 
number of manufacturing firms to locate in the Cornwall area. 
The results of these programs illustrate vividly the area's 
propensity to attract industrial development and thus add to 
its manufacturing base. However, recent industrial expansion 
has served largely to counterbalance the earlier decline in the 
traditional manufacturing industries. Cornwall has very limited 
fiscal resources at the moment and is unable to provide at a 
requisite pace the stock of serviced industrial land necessary 
to induce further manufacturing investment. 


Tourism throughout Eastern Ontario, apart from the provincial 
park system along the St. Lawrence River Valley, has not yet 
developed to the point where it is generating substantial income 
and employment opportunities. However, Cornwall, due to its” 
strategic location and its attractive and scenic natural environ- 
ment, possesses great potential to support a thriving tourism 
and convention industry. It is desirable that the development 
of opportunities in this field be carried on in concert with 

the industrial growth which is expected to occur. 


UBJEGTIVES 


This Agreement provides for the joint participation of Canada 
and Ontario in initiatives directed towards the attainment of 
the objectives of the GDA, including the reinforcement of the 
general policies and priorities of the provincial government 
relating to regional development. 


Canada and the Province have agreed to cooperate in the 
launching of measures designed to bring about a long-term 
expansion in the employment and income opportunities available 
on a stable basis in the Cornwall area through improvements in 
the local physical, socioeconomic and cultural environment with 
particular emphasis on infrastructure assistance. These measures 
are to be pursued in such a manner that they will enhance the 
ability of the affected local governments to improve their 
fiscal position in the direction of greater self-sufficiency. 
More specifically, the objectives of the two governments, and 
thus of this subsidiary agreement, are: 


(a) to increase the number and range of viable employment 
and income opportunities available in the Cornwall area; 


(b) to improve Cornwall's physical, socioeconomic and cultural 
environment. 


SUBJECT MATTER 


Schedule "A" attached to and forming part of this Agreement shall 
consist. of a list of projects that the Province shall arrange 

to have carried out under this Agreement. The projects are 
specified in detail in the Schedule. Briefly, however, they are 
as follows: 


(1) Completion of the servicing of an industrial park in the 
eastern part of the City of Cornwall; 


(2) Construction of a Civic Centre Complex. This facility 
will make it possible for Cornwall to become a convention 
centre as well as enabling it to meet various recreation- 
al, cultural and commercial needs; 


(3) Assistance in the development of the Canal Lands area for 
recreational, cultural and commercial purposes by 
providing trunk services together with arterial and 
collector roads; 


(4) Servicing of a single-industry site on the western boundary 
of the City. This project includes the installation of 
water and sewer mains, a barge dock, road and rail 


facilities, flood protection and land reclamation. 
Infrastructure items needed by a large industrial firm 
intending to locate on the site will be provided only on 
receipt of a formal commitment by the company that it 

will in fact proceed with its intended development as soon 
as the requisite infrastructure items have been put in 
place. 


(5) Development of a tourist and recreational area immediate- 
ly to the east of the single-industry site. 


The foregoing development package is itself intended to contri- 
bute to the achievement of the objectives stated earlier. Of 
additional help in this regard, however, will be the recent 
undertaking by the federal Ministry of Transport to construct a 
Training Institute in Cornwall. This facility will cost in the 
vicinity of $31.5 million and will accommodate some 800 
students. As a result, Cornwall will become the focal point for 
the training of the Ministry's transportation managers, air 
traffic controllers, electronic technicians and radio operators. 
The Institute will also be used for the training of the federal 
Department of the Environment's meteorological technicians and 
it will permit the offering of a broader and, in some cases, a 
more specialized training program for coast guard officer 
cadets. 


(1) The Province shall arrange to have undertaken, during the 
term of this Agreement, the projects listed in Schedule 
"A". The Province shall arrange to have taken over each 
project on completion and will arrange for the acceptance 
of full responsibility for its operation, maintenance and 
repair. 


(2) The Province shall arrange for the takeover and acquisition 
of all lands and interests in lands that are required for 
the said projects. 


The Province shall arrange for the commencement of the actual 
construction of all projects listed in Schedule "A" during the 
term of this Agreement and, unless the Federal Minister otherwise 
agrees, Canada will not be responsible for any expenditures 
incurred after the expiry date of this Agreement, nor will Canada 
pay any claim which is not received within twelve months after the 
Said expiry date. 


(1) Subject to subsection (2), the eligible costs to be 
financed or shared under this Agreement by Canada and 
Ontario in respect of the projects or portions thereof 
listed in Schedule "A" are: 


(a) all direct costs, including those relating to public 
information, but excluding administrative, survey, 
engineering and architecture costs, that in the 
Opinion of the management committee have been 
reasonably and properly incurred for the implementa- 
tion of the projects by the Province; and 


(b) ten per cent (10%) of the costs pursuant to paragraph 
(a) as an allowance towards the exclusions specified 
therein. 


The costs to be financed by Canada do not include any 
costs relating to the acquisition of lands or interests 
in lands, or costs arising from conditions of acquisition. 


Unless otherwise agreed by the Ministers, the eligible 
costs of each project shall be limited to the estimated 
costs specified in Schedule "A". 


If, at any stage of a project, it appears to the Province 
that the costs thereof will exceed the estimated costs 
specified for any project in Schedule "A", the Province 
shall promptly so inform the management committee and 
State the reasons for such increase. 


Upon being informed, the management committee shall consider 
the circumstances which have contributed to the increase 
in the estimated costs and shall prepare and present a 
report and recommendations to the Ministers in respect 
of the action proposed to be taken. The report of the 
management committee shall include the following: 


(a) a statement of the amount by which the estimated 
costs are exceeded; 


(b) a statement of the reasons why the estimated costs 
are exceeded; 


(c) a recommendation as to whether or not the amount by 
which the estimated costs are exceeded should be 
adjusted between the parties; 


(d) a recommendation as to the costs or the proportion 
of the costs to be paid by each party where an 
adjustment is to be made; 


(e) such further information or recommendation as may be 
necessary to determine the action proposed to be 
taken. 


Notwithstanding anything in this Agreement, the total amount 
payable by Canada under this Agreement with respect to the 
projects listed in Schedule "A" shall not exceed 50% of the total 
eligible costs up to an amount of $7.1 million plus 15%, that 

is to say, the amount of $8,165,000. 


ADMINISTRATION AND MANAGEMENT 


(1) Canada and the Province shall promptly establish a manage- 
. ment committee composed of an equal number of representatives 
from each party. 


(2) The duty of the management committee shall be to ensure 
the orderly implementation of the projects set out in this 
Agreement. The management committee shall make regular 
reports on the progress of the projects to the respective 
Ministers. 


(3) Canada and the Province agree to provide the said manage- 
ment committee with all information necessary for the 
performance of its functions. 


PAYMENT PROCEDURES 


Payments by Canada shall be promptly made to the Province on 
the basis of progress claims setting out the costs actually 
incurred and paid for eligible projects, augmented by 10% as 
provided for in paragraph 7(1)(b), and submitted in a form and 
verified in a manner satisfactory to the Federal Minister. 


(1) In order to assist in the financing of Canada's share of 
the projects under this Agreement, Canada shall issue a 
progress payment for the amount of funds required for the 
remainder of the quarter of the fiscal year in which a 
project is approved, based on a forecast of the cash 
required in that quarter, augmented by 10%, prepared by 
the Province and approved by the management committee, in 
a form satisfactory to the Federal Minister. 


(2) In subsequent quarters of the fiscal year, further progress 
payments shall be made to finance Canada's share of 
expenditures in connection with approved projects upon 
request by the Province submitted in a form satisfactory 
to the Federal Minister and approved by the management 
committee based on a forecast of the cash requirements 
for that quarter, augmented by 10%, adjusted by the 
difference between the expenditures actually incurred and 
paid for by the Province in the previous quarter and the 
progress payment received in that quarter. 


(3) The Province shall account for each quarterly progress 
payment by promptly submitting to Canada detailed claims 
covering the expenditures actually incurred and paid for, 
submitted in a form and verified in a manner satisfactory 
to the Federal Minister. 


(4) No progress payment will be made in a subsequent fiscal 
year until the fourth quarter's progress payment made in 
the previous fiscal year has been repaid or accounted for. 


PLANNING AND DESIGN 


(1) The management committee shall establish a definition of 
each project for the purpose of identifying the work to 
be financed. 


(2) Tenders and Contract Award 


(a) Unless the management committee otherwise agrees, 
all construction, purchase and other contracts 
involved in the construction shall be let pursuant 
to tenders invited by public advertisement; 


(b) Opening of all tenders shall be public and the 
management committee shall be supplied with notice 
of the time and place for tender opening in suffici- 
ent time to enable the management committee, or its 
representatives, to be present at all tender open- 
ings and to participate in the evaluation of tenders; 


(c) All contracts shall be awarded to the responsible 
and responsive tenderer who submitted the lowest 
evaluated tender unless otherwise agreed by the 
management committee; 


(d) All announcements of contract awards shall be made 
jointly by Canada and the Province. 


(3) Construction and Implementation 


(a) The management committee shall be informed of al] 
Substantive amendments to contracts; 


(b) The management committee or its representatives 
shall be permitted to inspect each project at all 
reasonable times for the purpose of verifying 
progress claims and obtaining any other information 
concerning the project which may be required by the 
Federal Minister or the Provincial Minister;

(c) The Province shall forward each month to the manage- 
ment committee a report as to the progress of the 
work, in such detail and at such time as may be 
required by the management committee. 


(4) Subsections 13(2) and (3) do not apply to contracts that 
involve only the administration, survey, engineering or 
architecture costs referred to in paragraph 7 (1)(a). 


(5) €ontracts and purchases made and work done prior to the date 
of this Agreement,in respect of projects listed in 
Schedule "A", may be accepted as complying with this 
section if they are consistent with the provisions of the 
GDA and if they are approved in writing by the Federal 
Minister on the recommendation of the management committee. 


(6) Canada and the Province agree to cooperate in the develop- 
ment and implementation of a program of public information 
respecting implementation of projects under this Agreement, 
and further agree to supply, erect and maintain 


(a) during the course of construction of each project, 
a project sign or signs specifying that the relevant 
project is a Canada-Ontario Regional Development 
Project financed by contributions by the Department 
of Regional Economic Expansion of the Government of 
Canada (and any other federal agency, where relevant) 
and the Government of the Province of Ontario, 
or such other wording to the like effect as may be 
agreed to by the Ministers; and 


(b) upon completion of each project, a permanent sign or 
plaque to the effect set forth in (a). 


(7) Any public announcement of the measures covered by this 
Agreement, and any official opening ceremony for each 
project outlined in Schedule "A", shall be arranged 
jointly by the Ministers. 


GENERAL 
Thesprovisions of-sections 7, 10, 12, 135. 15s. 16; 17, 18,19) 
and 20 and of subsections 8.1 and 8.2 of the GDA apply to this 
Agreement. 


This Agreement shall terminate on March 31, 1977. 


The following conditions relevant to employment and the award 
of contracts shall apply in respect of all projects carried out 
under this Agreement: 


TS: 


(a) recruiting of labour shall be conducted through the Canada 
Manpower Centres unless the management committee considers 
that this service cannot reasonably be provided; 


(b) in the employment of persons on a project, there shall be 
no discrimination by reason of race, sex, age, marital 
Status, national origin, colour, religion or political 
affiliation; and 


(c) the provisions of the Labour Standards Arrangement proposed 
by the federal Department of Labour in 1970 shall be 
applicable to this Agreement, it being understood and 
agreed that to the extent that there are higher provincial 
standards applicable to particular occupations or regions, 
these higher provincial standards shall apply. 


EVALUATION 


During this Agreement, Canada and the Province shall jointly 
effect an assessment of the projects listed in Schedule "A" 

with regard to the stated objectives. Annual progress reports 
shall be submitted by the management committee to the Ministers 
on, or before, the annual meeting of the Ministers as prescribed 
under subsection 9.1 and section 10 of the GDA. In addition, 
Canada and the Province shall also jointly effect an evaluation 
of the total project with respect to the general economic and 
socioeconomic development of the Cornwall area. 


AMENDMENTS 


This Agreement, and Schedule "A" thereof, may be amended as 
agreed from time to time by the Ministers, which amendments may 
be made by an exchange of correspondence between the two 
Ministers. Each project added to Schedule "A" shall form part 
of this Agreement and shall be governed by the terms thereof 

as fully and effectively as if it had originally been included 
in this Agreement. It is expressly understood and agreed, 
however, that any amendment to section 9 shall require the 
approval of the Governor in Council.

WHEREAS Canada and the Province signed a General Development Agreement 
dated the first day of February, 1974, (hereinafter referred to as ‘the 
GDA") to achieve the objectives stated in section 3 thereof; 


AND WHEREAS a strategy is provided in Schedule "A" to the GDA for achiev- 
ing such objectives, which strategy includes the realization of development 
opportunities associated with the expanding fisheries industry, to improve 
the impact of the fisheries on the provincial economy; 


AND WHEREAS Canada and the Province have agreed that public investments 
will be required to assist in the pursuit of this strategy; 


AND WHEREAS the Administrator in Council by Order in Council P.C. 1974-8/ 
2224 of the 8th day of October, 1974, has authorized the Minister of 
Regional Economic Expansion to execute this Agreement on behalf of Canada; 


AND WHEREAS the Lieutenant Governor in Council by Order in Council No. 
1196-74 of the 11th day of October, 1974, has authorized the Minister of 
Fisheries to execute this Agreement on behalf of the Province; 


NOW THEREFORE the parties hereto mutually agree as follows: 


DEFINITIONS 
In this Agreement: 


(a) “eligible costs" means those costs referred to in section 
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(b) "Federal Minister" means the Minister of Regional Economic 
Expansion of Canada and includes anyone authorized to act 
on his behalf; 


(c) "fiscal year" means the period commencing on April 1 of 
any year and terminating on March 31 of the immediately 
following year; 


(d) "Management Committee" means the committee referred to in 
section 7; 

(e) "Ministers" means the Federal Minister and the Provincial

OBJECTIVE 


The objective of this Agreement is to enable Canada and the 
Province to permit the more extensive and effective use of 
multi-purpose boat technology. 


SUBJECT MATTER 


Schedule "A" attached to and forming part of this Agreement shall 
consist of a list of program items that the Province shall 
arrange to have carried out under this Agreement, and which shall 
consist of the Fisheries Marine Service Centre Program. 


FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 


The eligible costs to be financed or shared under this Agreement 
by Canada and the Province in respect of the program items list- 
ed in Schedule "A" shall consist of:

THIS AGREEMENT made this 26th day of April, 1974 


BETWEEN: 
THE GOVERNMENT OF CANADA 
hereinafter referred to as "Canada"),

(d) all contracts for professional services shall be supervised 
in accordance with procedures to be approved by the 
Management Committee, and reports produced by consultants 
or resulting from such contracts shall become the property 
of both parties; 


(e) all announcements of contract awards shall be made 
jointly by Canada and the Province. 


IMPLEMENTATION 


(a) All substantive amendments to contracts shall require 
the prior approval of the Management Committee; 


(b) any member of the Management Committee or his representa- 
tive shall be permitted to inspect the project at all 
reasonable times for the purpose of verifying progress 
claims and obtaining any other information concerning 
the project which may be required by the Federal Minister 
or the Provincial Minister; 


(c) the Province shall forward to the Management Committee 
a report as to the progress of the work, in such detail 
and at such time as may be required by the Management 
Committee. 


Contracts and purchases made and work done prior to the date 
of this Agreement and after June Ist, 1973, in respect of 
programs listed in Schedule "A", may be accepted as complying 
with the provisions of this Agreement if they are approved in 
writing by the Federal Minister on the recommendation of the 
Management Committee. 


PUBLIC INFORMATION 


Canada and the Province agree to cooperate in the development 
and implementation of a program of public information respect- 
ing implementation of programs and projects under this Agree- 
ment, and further agree to supply, erect and maintain: 


(a) during the course of construction of each project, a 
project sign or signs specifying that the relevant 
project is a Canada-Newfoundland Regional Development 
Project financed by contributions by the Department of 
Regional Economic Expansion of the Government of Canada 
(and any other federal agency, where relevant) and the 
Government of the Province of Newfoundland, or such other 
wording to the like effect as may be agreed to by the 
Ministers; and 


iS. 
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(b) where relevant, upon completion of each project, a 
permanent sign or plaque to the effect set forth in (a). 


Any public announcement of the measures covered by this Agree- 
ment and any official opening ceremony for each project out- 
lined in Schedule "A", shall be arranged jointly by the 
Ministers. 


GENERAL 


This Agreement shall terminate on March 31, 1978 and Canada 
Shall not pay any claim received after March 31, 1979. 


The Management Committee shall provide to the Joint Federal- 
Provincial Manpower Needs Committee (Newfoundland) and its 
Forestry Industry Sub-Committee, information relevant to 
projecting woods labour requirements;and Canada and the Province 
agree to provide for the required quantity and type of training 
through federal, provincial and federal-provincial programs 
necessary for the execution of this Agreement. 


EVALUATION 


During this Agreement, Canada and the Province shall jointly 
effect an assessment of the programs listed in Schedule "A" 
with regard to the stated objectives. Annual progress reports 
shall be submitted by the Management Committee to the Ministers 
on or before the annual meeting of the Ministers as prescribed 
under subsection 9.1 and section 10 of the GDA. In addition, 
Canada and the Province shall also jointly effect an evaluation 
of this Agreement with respect to the general economic and 
Soci0-economic development of Newfoundland. 


AMENDMENTS 


This Agreement, and Schedule "A" thereof, may be amended as 
agreed from time to time by the Ministers, and relevant amend- 
ments to be made by an exchange of correspondence between the 
two Ministers. Each program item added to Schedule "A" shall 
form part of this Agreement and shall be governed by the terms 
thereof as fully and effectively as if it had originally been 
included in this Agreement. It is expressly understood and 
agreed, however, that any amendment to section 6 shall require 
the approval of the Governor in Council. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF this Agreement has been executed on behalf of Canada 
by the Minister of Regional Economic Expansion, and on behalf of the 
Province by the Minister of Forestry and Agriculture.

Forestry Subsidiary Agreement) 


1. NEWFOUNDLAND FOREST DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY 


In 1972, the Department of Regional Economic Expansion conducted an 
internal policy review in order to assess the Department's progress to 
date in combating regional disparities and, in particular, to provide a 
basis upon which to meet the challenges of regional development in the mid 
1970's. Based on this review, a series of papers were produced assessing 
the economic situation and development opportunities in each province. 

The assessment of the problems and prospects of Newfoundland identified 

a number of developmental opportunities which, if realized, would lead to 
substantial employment and income gains for the province. One of these 
involved the increased harvesting and utilization of the forestry resource. 


Many changes have evolved out of the policy review of the Department. The 
most important of these has been the establishment of General Development 
Agreements (or GDA's) and Subsidiary Agreements. The purpose of the General 
Development Agreement is to facilitate joint federal-provincial cooperation 
in initiatives for the economic and socio-economic development of each 
province. The purpose of the subsidiary agreements is to undertake programs 
related to social and economic development and in particular to provide a 
mechanism for realizing specific development opportunities. 


The General Development Agreement between Newfoundland and Canada was 
Signed on February 1, 1974. The objectives of the Agreement are to: 


(a) increase the number and quality of viable long-term employment 
opportunities and improve access to those opportunities by 
the people of Newfoundland;and 


(b) increase opportunities for people to live in the area of their 
choice with improved real standards of living. 


In pursuit of these objectives, Canada and the Province have agreed to 
achieve a coordinated application of relevant federal and provincial 
programs through continuing: 


(a) identification of development opportunities and assistance in 
their realization through coordinated application of relevant 
federal and provincial policies and programs, including the 
provision of specialized measures required for such realiza- 
tion; and 
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(b) analysis and review of the economic and social circumstances 
of Newfoundland and Newfoundland's relationship to the 
regional and national economy, as these may be relevant to 
achieving the objectives of the General Development Agreement. 


A number of development opportunities were identified in the schedule to 
the General Development Agreement. These included: 


(a) increased harvesting of the fisheries resource and further 
processing of the catch, including opportunities in Specialty 
products ; 


(b) development of a rationalized and integrated agricultural- 
_ industrial sector; 


(c) tourism; 


(d) major scientific and research services related to ocean 
science and technology; 


(e) construction and housing; 


(f) additional mining Opportunities and further processing of 
mineral products; 


(g) manufacturing opportunities with emphasis on processing 
resources to final form, and the manufacture of goods for the 
local market; and 


(h) increased utilization of the forestry resource. 


The proposed forestry development program in Newfoundland is based to a 
large extent on the recommendations of the Federal-Provincial Task Force 
on Forestry, which submitted its report to the provincial government 

in March, 1973. 


Between July 1972 and March 1973 the Task Force on Forestry made an 
exhaustive study of the Newfoundland forest resource and the forest based 
industries. The objectives of the Task Force were: 


(1) to identify and analyze the factors affecting the management 
and utilization of the forest resource; 


(2) to draw technical conclusions and evaluate alternative 
approaches which the Province may use in formulating a 
Provincial Forest Policy. 


The Task Force, composed of four provincial members and three federal 


members , accomplished its task thraugh a system of working committees 
which prepared comprehensive analyses of: 
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(a) wood requirements and supply; 

(b) land capability and land use; 

(c) forest land tenure and taxation; 

(d) forest administration; 

(e) wood utilization, product development and marketing; 
(fF) forest improvement and protection; 

(g) capital and labour productivity and availability;and, 
(h) environmental quality. 


Participating in the preparation of comprehensive reports on the above 
Subject areas were professionals from the Canada Departments of Regional 
Economic Expansion, Environment, Agriculture, and the Newfoundland 
Departments of Forestry and Agriculture, Community and Social Development, 
Tourism and Justice. Others that participated were retired executives 

of Price (Nfld.) Ltd. and Bowaters Newfoundland Ltd., the retired 
Assistant Chief of the US Forest Service and experts from Memorial 
University of Newfoundland and the University of New Brunswick. In 
addition, the Task Force received and studied 23 briefs from interested 
individuals and agencies. 


The Task Force Report was submitted to the Provincial Minister of Forestry 
and Agriculture in March, 1973. A Provincial Cabinet Committee on Planning 
and Priorities subsequently screened the recommendations by priorities. 

The projects proposed for inclusion in a Canada-Newfoundland Forestry Sub- 
sidiary Agreement are based on these priorities. The following section of 
this paper on Newfoundland's forest development strategy, discusses the 
highlights of the Task Force's report. Section 3 outlines the objectives, 
strategy and projects of the forest subsidiary agreement. 


2. NEWFOUNDLAND'S FOREST INDUSTRIES - CURRENT STATUS AND POTENTIAL 


Pioal Current Status of the Forest Industry 


The current situation of the forest industries in Newfoundland 
Can be summarized as follows: 


(1) Employment - Value of Production 


Approximately 8,500 people were employed by the forest 
industries in 1970. This amounted to 15 per cent of all 
employment in the goods producing sector, and, most 
significantly, provided 40 per cent of all wages and | 
salaries paid in that sector. The value of Newfoundland S 
forest production in 1970 was $85 million, and this will 
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increase by $135 million when the Stephenville liner- 
board mill reaches full production. 


(2) The manufacture of pulp and paper is the Province's 
major forest industry. Three companies are involved - 
Bowaters Newfoundland Limited at Corner Brook, whose 
mill has a current annual capacity of 354,000 tons and 
planned expansion to about 400,000 tons by 1985; Price 
(Nfld.) Ltd. with an annual capacity of 305,000 tons; 
and Labrador Linerboard Limited at Stephenville which 
operates Canada's largest linerboard mill with a 
design capacity of 1,000 tons per day. Practically 
the entire production of newsprint and linerboard of 
these mills is exported. 


(3) The sawmilling industry centres around 96 conventional 
and small softwood sawmills and numerous (900-1 ,000) 
small, push bench mills which together produce 30 per 
cent of Newfoundland's lumber needs, making the 
Province a net importer of lumber. 


(4) There are about 16 small secondary wood processors 
including the manufacture of mobile homes, boats, 
furniture components and the usual sash, door and 
millwork items. 


(5) Under present economic conditions, Newfoundland's 
forests can sustain a net annual cut of 1.90 million 
cunits of pulpwood and sawlogs per year - 1.65 million 
cunits from the Island and 0.25 million cunits from 
Labrador. Only 1.3 million cunits of softwood are 
currently being utilized, leaving an unused surplus of 
Oxo mibitonweuntits:. 


Management of the Forests 


The current status of the management of Newfoundland forests 
deserves special consideration since it constitutes an import- 
ant barrier towards achieving optimum utilization of the 
forest resource. 


Impetus towards industrialization in Newfoundland's forestry 
sector came originally from the lumber industry. At the turn 
of the century, the Island was a net exporter of lumber. When 
supplies of sawlog-sized timber became scarce, the once 
prominent position of the lumber industry in the economy was 
taken over by the pulp and paper industry. Buoyant pulp and 
paper markets, the availability of accessible pulpwood-sized 
raw material and the Island's strategic location with respect 
to markets on the Atlantic seaboard, the United Kingdom and 
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Western Europe, and South America were prime factors in 
attracting these industries to the Island. 


The availability of pulpwood was to a large extent influenced 

by generous tenure terms and low or nonexisting royalties. 
Control of large tracts of forest land was passed to private 
ownership for long periods of time, even for infinite periods 

in some cases. None of the tenure agreements bear any relation- 
Ship to the economic life-span of the industry involved, nor 

is there any provision for timber rights to revert to the 

Crown should operations cease. 


At present the Crown exercises control over all productive 
forest land in Labrador. The most accessible forest lands 
in western and central Newfoundland, approximately 5.7 
million acres, or 60.6 per cent of all productive forest 
land on the Island, are controlled by Price (Nfld.) Ltd., 
Bowaters Newfoundland Ltd., and Reid Newfoundland Ltd. The 
Crown controls about 3.5 million acres , mostly in scattered 
areas and with lesser productivity. Two aspects of the 
present tenure system merit special consideration: 


(1) The present long-term tenure system is very attractive to 
industry since it allows retention of extensive areas 
of forest land at a minimum cost for expansion purposes. 
However, there is always the threat that industry may 
not expand and may even close down while still holding 
the tenure rights. Use of the limits by other developers 
is thus made very difficult or in some instances even 
impossible; 


(2) It is claimed that industry uses its limits as collateral 
for borrowing funds. In fact, the position of the 
industry can be as well protected by the Province 
guaranteeing a continued supply of raw material. Further- 
more, there are the following specific disadvantages to 
the current tenure system: 


a) the current system severely impedes attempts to 
consolidate on the Island sufficient wood Supplies 
to reduce wood costs for the Stephenville mill; 


b) incentives are lacking for maximum utilization of 
of timber supply. Existing companies have not 
utilized their full annual allowable cuts, nor do 
they harvest all commercial species; 


c) there is no obligation for the pulp and paper 


industry to process quality sawlog material into 
lumber. Thus, while the Province imports most of 
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its lumber requirements, good sawlog material is 
being put into pulpwood; 


d) the tenure system does not require approval of 
management plans by the Crown. Consequently there 
iS no guarantee that tenants on occupied Crown 
lands are practising responsible forest management; 


e) the goals of the profit-oriented private companies 
may not be compatible with those of the people of 
Newfoundland. Companies have relatively short- 
run objectives. Government goals in forest develop- 
ment should be long-term and attuned to deriving 
maximum social and economic benefits from the 
resource. There is always the inherent danger in 
the present tenure system of a sharp conflict 
between company and government objectives; 


fF) the present tenure system lacks the flexibility to 
adjust to changes in land-use, changes in the 
technology of forest products manufacturing and 
the increasing intensity of environmental protection 
and multiple use. Ownership of freehold forest 
land is perpetual, that of leasehold land is 
virtually so, and timber licenses have been issued 
for 99 years with the first expiry date being the 
year 2002. 


The above brief discussion of some of the features of the 
current tenure system indicates that even with buoyant market 
conditions, it will be extremely difficult to increase the 
contribution of the forést resource to the economic well-being 
of the people of Newfoundland. Changes in the tenure system 
have to be an integral part of any action program to accele- 
rate forest development in Newfoundland. 


Potential of the Forest Industry 


Based on the market prospects for newsprint, linerboard, 
lumber and wood-based panel products, there exists an 
Opportunity to generate approximately 2,400 net new job 
Opportunities, in addition to the current employment of 8,500 
jobs. The creation of these jobs requires the modernization, 
expansion and diversification of Newfoundland's forest 
industries. Industrial expansion in turn has to rest on a 
forest policy which releases to new and old industries the 
full productive potential of the Province's forest resources. 


Opportunities for Expansion and Diversification 


Newsprint - Principal markets for the output of Price (Nfld.) Ltd. 
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are Latin America and Europe, with negligible amounts going else- 
where. Fifty to sixty per cent of the output of Bowaters 
Newfoundland Ltd. is sold in the United States, with about 30 
per cent going to the United Kingdom. Only small tonnages 

are shipped to Latin America and Australia. The outlook for 
world newsprint in these markets traditionally served by 
Newfoundland is encouraging. According to the Task Force the 
Latin American market is particularly bright, with a forecast 
increase in consumption at 6.8 per cent annually up to 1985. 
The North American market is listed as having a growth rate of 
2.8 per cent annually. Western European markets are expected 
to increase at a rate of 4.4 per cent. 


The future of the two newsprint plants on the Island is secure 
provided adequate volumes of wood can be made available at 
competitive costs to the industry and the industry itself 
maintains a high level of logging and manufacturing 
technology. 


Linerboard - There appears to be a definite short-fall in 
production vs. consumption even with new European capacity 
coming on stream. Labrador Linerboard appears to be in an 
excellent position to take advantage of present high prices 
and shortages of linerboard. However, it is essential that 
ways be found to reduce the plant's dependence on high cost 
wood from Labrador and to obtain an adequate and assured wood 
supply from the Island. At the present time, a large pro- 
portion of the more productive forest lands of the Island are 
held under lease or license by Price and Bowaters, and only 
scattered blocks of Crown land are available to Labrador 
Linerboard. Action to correct this problem, to ensure 
adequate supplies for all three mills and full utilization of 
all the Island's forests, is a major element of the proposed 
program. 


Lumber - Provincial demand for softwood lumber is estimated to 
be between 80 and 86 million board feet. At least 75 million 
board feet of the potential market of 86 million board feet of 
softwood lumber can be produced on the Island. Achieving 

this goal requires modernization and expansion of the provincial 
industry to produce accurately sawn and kiln dried lumber at 
favourable prices. 


Local markets for furniture, pallets and other miscellaneous 
uses of hardwood could consume more than 2 million board feet 
of hardwood lumber currently produced in Newfoundland. Initial 
enquiries have indicated clearly that hardwood lumber, squares, 
components and other manufactured products could be sold 
readily in the Montreal - Windsor corridor and the northeastern 
United States. 


Cane 


Woodbased Panels - At present, local consumption of panel 
products is in excess of 40 million square feet. A provincial 
particle board plant located near other wood conversion plants, 
for example on the West Coast, could secure one half of the 
provincial panel market of 75 million square feet in five 

years time. Another opportunity is the manufacture of birch 
veneer or plywood. A feasibility study by a prospective 
producer is now being undertaken. 


Management of the Forest Resource 


As pointed out earlier, industrial expansion can only take 
place within the framework of a forest policy which releases 
to new and old industries the full production potential of 
the Province's forest resources. 


Adequate and economic supplies of wood raw material are a 
prime factor in maintaining, expanding and diversifying forest 
products manufacturing industries. The provision of continued 
supplies of quality sawlogs and pulpwood is one of the major 
objectives of forest management. The other major objective is 
the preservation of the intrinsic values associated with the 
forests. 


The difficulties of increasing the intensity of forest manage- 
ment because of the current system of forest tenure have been 
alluded to previously. There are in addition a number of other 
obstacles to be overcome when increasing the levels of forest 
management on the Island. These obstacles are related to the 
forest itself rather than its Ownership status. 


It has been stated previously that on the basis of the average 
growth rate on all productive forest land a net annual growth 
rate of 1.65 million cunits can be sustained on the Island. 
Another 0.25 million cunits can be obtained from Labrador. 

It should be stressed that a cut off of 1.65 million cunits 
assumes full access (including steep slopes), utilization of 
all species, a proper age class distribution, adherence to 
correct rotation lengths, and adequate protection against 

fire and insects (or salvage of killed Stands). 


None of these requirements are being fully met at the present 
time. The requirements of a sustained net annual cut of 

1.65 million cunits on the Island - 1.43 million CunEts of 
softwood and 0.22 million cunits of hardwood - can only be 
met by the adoption of comprehensive management plans to 
provide for: 


18 


a) increased access; 


b) integrated utilization; 

C) protection; 

d) salvage; and, 

e) Se administrative control of the forests of the 
Sland. 


Because of the absence of reliable wood supply and growth 
rate data and the uncertain economics of harvesting and 
transportation, wood harvest in Labrador should, at least for 
the present, be restricted to the planned removal of existing 
growing stock at a rate of 0.25 million cunits annually. 


As a first step to increase the annual cut, it is desireable 
to liquidate the existing overmature growing stock over the 
next 30 years at a rate well in excess of the long-term 
carrying capacity of the land it now occupies. The presence 
of overmature growing stock is a severe liability in Newfound- 
land - it serves as a centre for insect outbreaks, and has a 
high cull factor. The harvesting of the overmature stands 
will be scheduled to compensate for the present imbalance of 
age classes among stands below rotation age. A second step 
in increasing the annual cut in the short run will be the 
development of logging methods that permit the economic 
harvesting of timber from steep slopes. At present these 
stands are inaccessible because of the lack of adequate 
logging technology on the Island. 


Simultaneously a number of steps will be taken to ensure that 
increased annual cuts can be maintained over the long term. 
These steps are related to increasing the future yields of 
sawlogs and pulpwood rather than the increasing of presently 
available growing stock as in the previously described 
operations. Among the methods of increasing forest production 
to be applied are: 


(1) pre-commercial thinning of overstocked young stands; 
(2) commercial thinning of overstocked semi-mature stands; 


(3) seeding or planting of productive forest areas that have 
failed to regenerate; 


(4) supplementary planting of understocked stands during 
the regeneration period; 


(5) the application of nitrogenous fertilizers to stands about 
10 years below rotation age; 
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(6) drainage, followed by fertilization and planting on 
potentially productive peat land sites; and 


(7) production of planting stock from Superior seed trees 
to raise average growth rates. 


3. OBJECTIVES, STRATEGY AND PROGRAMS 


The potential of the forest industry and the opportunities for 
expansion and diversification outlined above, combined with the 
problems associated with the management of the forest resource lead 
to the determination of the following overall objectives with 
respect to the future development of the forestry industry in 
Newfoundland: 


OBJECTIVES 


(1) To provide an adequate and economic wood supply for the 
existing forest based industries and for new developments; 


(2) to provide a wood supply for domestic users and small com- 
mercial operators in rural areas; 


(3) to encourage full utilization of the forest resources of the 
province and progressively bring these resources under sound 
management practices; 


(4) to provide for the multiple use of forest lands and integrated 
resource management; a 


(5) to improve the utilization of the resource by integrated 
harvesting when practical; 


(6) to introduce a high standard of environmental quality and 
protection of recreation and aesthetic values for the people 
of Newfoundland; 

(7) to stimulate research in increasing the yields of the forest 
resources and regularly introduce proven methods of increasing 
the productivity of forested land. 


STRATEGY 


A number of integrated projects are proposed to enable the Province 
to implement the following key elements of the forest deve lopment 
Strategy: 

Related to the forest: 


(1) The acquisition of management control of the forest resource; 
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(2) the establishment of forest management practices 
adequate to sustain a net annual cut of 1.9 million 
cunits. 


Related to logging: 


(1) . The provision of adequate access for more intensive 
utilization and management; 


(2) the development of steep slope logging to further 
increase utilization; 


(3) the establishment of integrated logging to achieve full 
utilization. 


Related to industrial expansion: 
(1) The establishment of new and expansion or modernization 


of existing softwood sawmill capacity to serve provincial 
needs ; 


i2) the establishment of hardwood-using industries to serve 
provincial needs and export markets. 


Related to administration: 
The restructuring and strengthening of the Newfoundland 
Forest Service to ensure that acquisition of management 
control can be made effective. 


PROGRAMS 


The following 8 program items are outlined in summary form in 
Schedule "A" of the proposed subsidiary agreement. 


:: Acquisition of Forest Land 
The objectives of this program are: 
a) to return to the Crown alienated lands which will not 
produce another timber crop during the lifetime of 


present tenure arrangements; 


b) to acquire for the Crown under-utilized free-hold 
forest lands. 


The program aims on the one hand to accelerate the growing of 
commercial timber crops for future use and on the other hand to 
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release for present use commercial timber crops withheld by the 
current owners. Projects included are the selection and evaluation 
of alienated Crown lands and the outright purchase of strategically 
located freehold land. 


Nae Forest Management 


The objective of this program is to provide the Newfoundland Forest 
Service with the administrative framework for forest management. 
Within these administrative units access road projects, intensive 
forest inventories and forest improvement projects are to be 

carried out. The outcome of these projects within forest management 
units would be improved regulation and efficient distribution of 

wood supplies to the pulp and paper industry, the Sawmilling industry 
and secondary wood-using industries. Among the activities included 
are the establishment of community reserves, Crown and Company 
Management units and the design of a stumpage appraisal system. 


ce Harvesting and Utilization Research and Development 


This program has the broad objective of upgrading the technical 
capability of both the Newfoundland Forest Service and private 
enterprise in forest management and utilization. 


The projects which make up this program have been designed to 
increase efficiency in timber management, timber harvesting 
operations, timber hauling and timber processing operations. 


Included among the projects are experimental cable logging on steep 
Slopes, the establishment of integrated logging operations, woods 
labour and management training, feasibility studies related to the 
expansion of the sawmilling industry, transportation-destination 
Study and hardwood utilization studies. 


4. Access Road Construction 


Access road construction has as its basic objectives: 


a) the provision of access to mature and overmature Stands; 
b) the provision of access for forest improvement ; 
Ch the provision of access for intensified forest protection. 


Adequate access in the context of effective forest management 
planning will make possible immediate increases in the annual Cut 
necessary to expand the sawmilling industry, the increasing of 
future yields of the forest necessary to maintain the increased 
annual cut in the long run, and lowering the susceptibility of the 
forests to insect and disease. 
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5. Intensive Forest Inventories 


Effective planning within the framework of forest management units 
requires as a basic tool detailed forest inventory information. 

This program has been designed to provide the necessary information 
to conduct and plan forestry operations within the management units. 


6. Protection of the Forest Resource 


The objective of this program is to provide the Newfoundland Forest 
Service with the capability to carry out its responsibilities with 
respect to centralized forest protection against fire, insect and 
disease. 


At present the Newfoundland Forest Service carries out this function 
with an outdated waterbomber fleet, an inadequate radio system and 
only occasional aerial surveillance. There is an urgent need to: 


a) assess the feasibility of maintaining or replacing the present 
waterbomber fleet; 

b) build up an effective radio communications system; and 

C) initiate an adequate aerial surveillance system. 


de Forest Improvement 


The objective of this program is to initiate, in the management 
units defined earlier, appropriate steps to increase future yields 
of the forests, including fertilization, commercial and pre- 
commercial thinning, reforestation and afforestation. 


8. Administration of the Forestry Resource 


At present the size and capabilities of the Newfoundland Forest 
Service fall far short of the requirements for implementation of 

the program outlined above. Without substantial increases in the 
Size of staff, upgrading the technical and administrative capabili- 
ties of the individual staff members, and considerable improvements 
in central and regional facilities it will be impossible to implement 
the above programs which are fundamental to forest development in 

the Province.

SPECIAL FISH PLANT WATER SYSTEM 


THIS AGREEMENT made this 15th day of October, 1974 


BETWEEN: 
THE GOVERNMENT OF CANADA 
hereinafter referred to as "Canada"), 
represented by the Minister of Regional 
Economic Expansion, 
OP tte hIRST. PART. 
AND: 


THE GOVERNMENT OF THE PROVINCE OF 


NEWFOUNDLAND (hereinafter referred to 


as "the Province"), represented by the 
Minister of Fisheries, 


OF THE SECOND PART. 


WHEREAS Canada and the Province signed a General Development Agreement 
dated the first day of February, 1974, (hereinafter referred to as "the 
GDA") to achieve the objectives stated in section 3 thereof ; 


AND WHEREAS a strategy is provided in Schedule "A" to the GDA for achiev- 
ing such objectives, which strategy includes the realization of develop- 
ment opportunities associated with the expanding fisheries industry, to 
improve the impact of the fisheries on the provincial economy; 


AND WHEREAS Canada and the Province have agreed that public investments 
will be required to assist in the pursuit of this strategy; 


AND WHEREAS the Administrator in Council by Order in Council P.C. 1974-7/ 
2224 of the 8th day of October, 1974, has authorized the Minister of 
Regional Economic Expansion to execute this Agreement on behalf of Canada; 


AND WHEREAS the Lieutenant Governor in Council by Order in Council No. 
1196-74 of the 11th day of October, 1974, has authorized the Minister of 
Fisheries to execute this Agreement on behalf of the Province; 


NOW THEREFORE the parties hereto mutually agree as follows: 


DEFINITIONS 
In this Agreement: 


(a) "eligible costs" means those costs referred to in section 


3 


(b) "Federal Minister" means the Minister of Regional Economic 
Expansion of Canada and includes anyone authorized to act 
on his behalf; 


(c) "fiscal year" means the period commencing on April 1 of 
any year and terminating on March 31 of the immediately 
following year; 


(d) “Management Committee" means the committee referred to in 
SCCE TORI 5 

(e) "Ministers" means the Federal Minister and the Provincial 
Minister; 

(f) "program" means the subject matter specified in section 

(g) "project" means a subdivision of a program item as defined 


by the Management Committee; 


(h) "infrastructure" means physical facilities defined by the 
Management Committee as being components of the program 
items specified in Schedule "A"; and 


(1) "Provincial Minister" means the Minister of Fisheries of 
Newfoundland and includes anyone authorized to act on his 
behalf. 

OBJECTIVE 


The objective of this Agreement is to enable Canada and the 
Province to help ensure quality maintenance of fish products 
and to improve fish plant processing capacity. The latter is 
of special significance since it determines both actual and 
potential employment opportunities while the former objective 
has an important bearing on market acceptance of fish products 
and on prices received in world markets. 


SUBJECT MATTER 
Schedule "A" attached to and forming part of this Agreement 


shall consist of a list of program items that the Province 
shall arrange to have carried out under this Agreement, and 


which shall consist of the Special Fish Plant Water System 
Program. 


FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 


The eligible costs to be financed or shared under this Agreement 
by Canada and the Province in respect of the program items list- 
ed in Schedule "A" shall consist of: 


(a) with respect to the infrastructure components, all direct 
costs, including those relating to public information 
but excluding administration, survey, engineering, and 
architecture costs, that in the opinion of the Management 
Committee have been reasonably and properly incurred for 
the implementation of the programs by the Province; plus 
ten per cent (10%) of these costs as an allowance towards 
the exclusions specified; and 


(b) other specific direct costs as approved by the Management 
Committee. 


(1) Unless otherwise agreed by the Federal Minister, the 
costs of each program item shall be limited to the amounts 
specified in Schedule "A".

THIS AGREEMENT made this 
first day of February, 1974 


BETWEEN 


THE GOVERNMENT OF 
CANADA (hereinafter referred to 
as ‘“‘Canada’’), represented by the 
Minister of Regional Economic 
Expansion, 


OF THE FIRST PART, 
AND 


THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
PROVINCE OF NEWFOUND- 
LAND (hereinafter referred to as 
the ‘‘Province’’), represented by 
the Premier of the Province, 


OF THE SECOND PART. 


WHEREAS the Province wishes to develop its 
human resources to their fullest potential in a manner 
which will allow the people of Newfoundland to develop 
their personal excellence within the framework of the 
distinctive quality of life in Newfoundland; 


AND WHEREAS Canada and the Province wish joint- 
ly to formulate and to co-operate in measures for eco- 
nomic and socioeconomic development in Newfound- 
land and wish by this Agreement to provide a general 
framework for the co-ordinated planning and implemen- 
tation of such measures; 


AND WHEREAS Canada and the Province are agreed 
on the objectives, general strategy and procedures 
which would govern the identification and selection of 
such measures; 


AND WHEREAS Canada and the Province agree that 
it is in the national interest to undertake co-ordinated 
measures by their Departments and Agencies to 
improve the economic and socioeconomic development 
of Newfoundland; 


AND WHEREAS the Governor in Council by Order in 
Council P.C. 1973-14/3799 of December 11, 1973 has 
authorized the Minister of Regional Economic Expan- 
sion to execute this Agreement on behalf of Canada; 


AND WHEREAS the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
by Order in Council 127-74 has authorized the Premier 
of the Province to execute this Agreement on behalf of 
the Province; 


Now THEREFORE the parties hereto mutually agree 


as follows: 


DEFINITIONS 


1. Inthis Agreement:

‘‘Federal Minister’? means the Minister of 
Regional Economic Expansion of Canada 
and includes anyone authorized to act on 
his behalf; 


‘‘Provincial Minister’? means the Premier 
of the Province and includes anyone 
authorized to act on his behalf; 


‘‘Ministers’’ means the Federal Minister 
and the Provincial Minister; 


‘fiscal year’? means the period commenc- 
ing on April Ist of any year and terminat- 
ing on March 3lst of the immediately fol- 
lowing year; 


‘“‘subsidiary agreement’? means an agree- 
ment made pursuant to section 6 of this 
Agreement; 


‘‘initiative’’> means the subject matter of 
any subsidiary agreement, and includes 
any program, project or other activity 
designed to implement the objectives of 
this Agreement; 


“development opportunity’? means an op- 
portunity for economic or socioeconomic 
development significantly advancing the 
objectives of this Agreement; 


‘socioeconomic development’? means the 
combination of social and economic fac- 
tors necessary to encourage development 
and access to its benefits; 


(i) “regional”? means pertaining to the region 
comprised of the four Provinces of New- 
foundland, Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island and New Brunswick. 


PURPOSE OF AGREEMENT 


2. The purpose of this Agreement is to facilitate 
joint federal-provincial co-operation in initiatives for the 
economic and socioeconomic development of New- 
foundland to achieve the objectives stated hereinafter in 
accordance with the strategy agreed to in or pursuant to 
this Agreement. 


OBJECTIVES 


3. The objectives of this Agreement are to: 


(a) increase the number and quality of viable 
long-term employment opportunities and 
improve access to those opportunities by 
the people of Newfoundland; and 


(b) increase opportunities for people to live in 
the area of their choice with improved real 
standards of living. 


STRATEGY 


4. To pursue the objectives stated in section 3, 
Canada and the Province will seek to achieve a co- 
ordinated application of relevant federal and provincial 
policies and programs through continuing 


(a) identification of development opportuni- 
ties and assistance in their realization 
through co-ordinated application of rele- 
vant federal and provincial policies and 


programs, including the provision of spe- 
cialized measures required for such reali- 
zation; and 


(b) analysis and review of the economic and 
social circumstances of Newfoundland and 
Newfoundland’s relationship to the region- 
al and national economy, as these may be 
relevant to achieving the objectives stated 
in section 3. 


5. A broad strategy for achieving such objectives 
is provided in Schedule ‘‘A”’ attached hereto, which 
Strategy shall be considered annually, and may be 
revised from time to time, by the Ministers. 


SUBSIDIARY AGREEMENTS 


. 6.1. When a development opportunity has been 
agreed to by the Ministers for implementation under this 
Agreement, Canada and the Province may enter into a 
subsidiary agreement as provided for by subsection 6.4 
for the implementation thereof. Each subsidiary agree- 
ment shall be signed by the Ministers and may also be 
signed by such other federal and provincial ministers as 
appropriate, having regard to the initiative concerned 
and shall specify so far as practical all relevant details 
of the initiative, including the total estimated cost, and 
the costs to be borne by Canada and the Province. 


6.2 In the formulation of any subsidiary agree- 
ment it is understood and agreed that each party will 
consider the relationship of the proposed initiatives to 
its relevant policies and programs, and that, within the 
context of the objectives and strategy of this Agree- 
ment, the Ministers shall consider its impact -and costs, 
having regard to such analysis as they may deem to be 
relevant and practical in respect of the following matters 


and such other matters as may be agreed upon by the 
Ministers: 


(a) the extent to which it would directly create 
or maintain employment; 


(b) the extent to which it would support or 
encourage other activity which will create 
or maintain employment; 


(c) the extent to which it would broaden the 
range of economic opportunities in 
Newfoundland; 


(d) the direct effect, whether short-term, long- 
term or continuing, it would have upon 
provincial or federal expenditures; 


(e) the extent to which it would contribute to 
the stabilization of, or increase in, income 
levels in Newfoundland; 


(f) the impact it would have on the distribu- 
tion of population and the quality of life; 


(g) its effect on the environment; and 


(h) in the case of an industrial or commercial 
activity, the extent to which continuing 
subsidization may be required. 


6.3 Except as specified in the above mentioned 
Order in Council P.C. 1973-14/3799, all subsidiary 
agreements shall require the approval of the Governor 
in Council. 


6.4 A subsidiary agreement may be entered into 
where initiatives are to be taken by both Canada and the 
Province and may provide for policies to be pursued and 
initiatives to be undertaken by Canada or the Province 
individually or jointly, and may provide for, among 
other things; 


(a) the co-ordination of existing federal and 
provincial programs in support of an 
agreed development opportunity; 


(b) the provision of specific support including 
financial assistance required for the 
implementation of development opportuni- 
ties where support adequate to permit their 
realization would not be available under 
other government programs; and 


(c) the establishment of continuing programs, 
of a kind not otherwise available, for the 
support of development opportunities 
through reduction or elimination of identi- 
fied impediments to development. 


FINANCIAL 


7. The provision of financing by Canada and New- 
foundland for the implementation of subsidiary agree- 
ments made pursuant to this Agreement is subject to the 
Parliament of Canada and the Province of Newfound- 
land having provided funds for such financing for the 
fiscal year in which such financing is required. 


8.1 Financial arrangements as between Canada 
and the Province for each subsidiary agreement shall be 
established on the basis of the nature of the initiatives 
included therein, the federal and provincial responsibili- 
ties and interest in respect of such initiatives, and such 
considerations as may be agreed. 


8.2 The total annual level of funding to be pro- 
vided by Canada and the Province for the operation of 
this Agreement and its allocation among subsidiary 
agreements shall be based on an agreed estimate of 
requirements for the fiscal year concerned to achieve 
the objectives of the subsidiary agreements and of such 


additional funds as may be required for planning and 
analysis of possible future initiatives. 


8.3. Where the costs of any initiative are to be 
shared between Canada and the Province, a subsidiary 
agreement shall specify the cost-sharing arrangements 
and the procedure for submission and reimbursement of 
claims between the parties, and may provide for 
advance payments and reimbursement by way of prog- 
ress Claims. 


8.4 Subject to the approval of the Ministers, com- 
mitments made and costs incurred by either party prior 
to the date of this Agreement may be included in a 
subsidiary agreement, if such commitments or costs 
were made or incurred after June 1, 1973 and if the 
subsidiary agreement is signed before the elapse of six 
months from the date of this Agreement. 


CO-ORDINATION 


9.1 The Ministers shall meet annually, and shall 
consult together at such other times as may be mutually 
agreed, to review the general operation of this Agree- 
ment; to consider development opportunities that might 
be pursued; to review existing or proposed subsidiary 
agreements; and to determine the required level of 
funding. 


9.2 Each of the Ministers shall designate from 
time to time the official or officials who will be jointly 
responsible for the general co-ordination of the action to 
be taken under this Agreement. 


10. The Ministers shall invite each interested 
department of Canada and the Province to send a repre- 
sentative to a meeting at least once each year at which 


the officials appointed under sub-section 9.2. shall 
present information reviewing the strategy being pur- 
sued under this Agreement and initiatives being taken or 
to be taken under subsidiary agreements. 


11.1 Canada and the Province take note of the 
existing federal and provincial programs concerning 
economic and socioeconomic development for which 
the Department of Regional Economic Expansion and 
the Province are individually or jointly responsible, and 
agree to co-ordinate those programs as closely as possi- 
ble with the implementation of the subsidiary agree- 
ments made under this Agreement. 


11.2 Subject to subsection 1, commitments made 
under programs now in effect will not be affected by 
this Agreement except to the extent that the subject 
matter of such programs may be affected by the provi- 
sions of a subsidiary agreement, unless such programs 
be altered or terminated by mutual agreement of both 
parties to this Agreement. 


EVALUATION 


12. Each subsidiary agreement shall include 
appropriate provisions regarding evaluation, and Canada 
and the Province shall provide each other with such 
information as either party may reasonably require in 
order to evaluate the operation of any subsidiary 
agreement. 


RECORDS AND AUDIT 


13. Each of the parties hereto shall keep detailed 
and accurate accounts and records of its expenditures in 
respect of all initiatives taken under the Agreement the 
cost of which is to be shared between them, and shall 


make such accounts and records available at all reason- 
able times for inspection and audit by the other party. 
Any discrepancy between the amounts paid by either 
party and the amounts actually payable by it, as dis- 
closed by any such audit, shall be promptly adjusted 
between the parties. 


DURATION 


14. This Agreement shall expire on the 31st day of 
March, 1984, unless earlier terminated by mutual agree- 
ment; provided, however, that either party may termi- 
nate this Agreement at the end of any fiscal year, by 
giving to the other party two clear fiscal years’ notice in 
writing of such termination, it being agreed that such 
notice shall not be given sooner than 3 years from the 
date hereof. Subsidiary agreements implementing initia- 
tives that cannot be completed by the date of expiration 
or termination of this Agreement shall continue in force 
and effect until completion of the relevant initiative or 
expiration of the applicable subsidiary agreements, 
whichever is the later. 


GENERAL 


15. No member of the House of Commons shall 
be admitted to any share or part of any contract, agree- 
ment, or commission made pursuant to any subsidiary 
agreement, or to any benefit to arise therefrom. 


16. Any dispute between the parties hereto on any 
question of law or fact arising out of this Agreement or 
any subsidiary agreement, shall be submitted to and 
determined by the Federal Court of Canada pursuant to 
the Federal Court Act of Canada. 
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17. Where one party hereto is responsible for the 
implementation of a shared-cost initiative it shall indem- 
nify and save harmless the other party, its officers, 
servants, and agents, against all claims and demands of 
third parties in any way arising out of the implementa- 
tion of such initiative, except as such claims or demands 
relate to the act or negligence of any officer, employee 
or agent of the other party. 


18. All construction work in respect of initiatives 
shall be subject to and carried out in accordance with 
relevant labour legislation and such other conditions as 
may be agreed to between Canada and the Province. 


19. All contracts for the performance of initiatives 
shall be awarded without discrimination by reason of 
race, sex, age, marital status, national origin, colour, 
religion or political affiliation; it being agreed, however, 
that the foregoing shall not prevent the implementation 
of special measures designed to benefit native people or 
disadvantaged groups. 


20. Canadian material, and consulting and other 
professional services shall be used in respect of all 
initiatives to the extent to which it is procurable and 
consistent with proper economy and the expeditious 
performance of the initiatives. 


21. The parties hereto agree to co-operate on the 
joint release of any announcements concerning the 
undertaking of subsidiary agreements, and to include in 
each subsidiary agreement provisions for a publicity 
program that provides due credit and recognition to the 
federal and provincial governments.

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GENERAL DEVELOPMENT AGREEMENT 
Schedule “A”’ 
NEWFOUNDLAND 


A. INTRODUCTION 


This Schedule is intended to set out the specific 
objectives of the Agreement, to outline the current 
Strategy to achieve these objectives, and to describe 
some of the joint undertakings of key initiatives and 
their relationship to the overall development of New- 
foundland. Other initiatives for joint action will be iden- 
tified during the course of the Agreement. 


This Schedule will be subject to annual review by 
the Ministers. 


B. BACKGROUND 


The Newfoundland economy is expanding rapidly 
in terms of income and employment. However, the level 
of economic performance remains well below the 
Canadian average, in that unemployment has continued 
at a high rate (nearly twice that for Canada) and average 
earned incomes remain only slightly greater than half of 
the Canadian average. Although recent increases have 
helped, the historically low incomes have resulted in a 
situation where living standards, as measured by various 
economic and social indicators, are below the levels 
suggested by current measures of economic activity. 
Indeed, potential developments have not been realized 
in many areas of the Province and in many sectors 
because the basic levels of public services and social 
capital facilities have been too low to meet the normal 
expectations of entrepreneurs. 


While output has been expanding in the goods pro- 
ducing sectors there is still a high degree of dependence 
on natural resource industries, which is in turn reflected 
in marked seasonal unemployment and low participation 
rates, particularly for females. Development in the 
goods producing sectors has been characterized by very 
large projects with heavy capital requirements. The 
resulting purchases from and sales to other sectors of 
the economy have not been high, with the exception of 
the heavy demands made on certain parts of the con- 
struction industry. 


In recent years significant changes have occurred in 
the pattern and growth of the labour force in the Prov- 
ince. Not only have participation rates increased, but 
the net migration out of the Province, which character- 
ized recent decades, appears to have slowed down. 
Indeed, the past two years have seen practically no 
out-migration. These changes in participation rates and 
migration, coupled with the age distribution of the popu- 
lation reflecting earlier high birth rates, have given rise 
to a rapid and at times unpredictable increase in the 
labour force. Thus, despite unprecedented increases in 
employment over the same period, unemployment 
remains high. Continued significant employment gains 
are required, and, insofar as possible, it is important not 
to exacerbate the already considerable seasonality of 
employment. Existing economic activities can, in some 
cases, provide a base for additional long-term employ- 
ment, and, in other cases, with strengthening, maintain 
existing employment levels and remain viable. 


Newfoundland has certain locational characteristics 
which provide unique advantages for the Province. 
Recent developments point to exciting opportunities 
related to the North Atlantic fisheries, ocean science 
and technology, shipbuilding and trans-oceanic shipping. 
These opportunities, as well as those arising out of 
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potential offshore oil developments, could contribute 
substantially to economic growth in the Province, but 
they will require major and intensive efforts if New- 
foundland is to reap the full benefits. 


C OBJECTIVES 


The broad objectives of this Agreement are to 
increase the number and quality of viable long-term 
employment opportunities and improve access to those 
opportunities by the people of Newfoundland and to 
increase opportunities for people to live in the area of 
their choice with improved real standards of living. 
These objectives will be pursued through economic and 
socioeconomic development action to: 


(a) improve utilization of natural resources; 


(b) develop potentials arising out of the geographic 
location of Newfoundland in the North 
Atlantic; 


(c) maximize the retained values of activities in 
the Province by increasing the capability of 
business in the Province to participate on a 
viable basis in provincial, national and interna- 
tional markets; 


(d) ensure that the Newfoundland labour force has 
the capability to benefit from and contribute 
fully to the initiatives to be undertaken; and 


(e) increase the capability of both public and pri- 
vate sectors in the Province to identify and 
realize opportunities. 


D. STRATEGY 


Within the general strategy stated in Article 4 of 
this Agreement, the two governments will co-operate on 


bo 


a continuing basis to assess development opportunities 
and encourage their realization. In addition to other 
development opportunities that may be agreed upon 
during the operation of this Agreement, a number of 
areas for initial action have been identified. These are 
set out below. 


An important requirement for an increased rate of 
development is a significantly greater capacity in both 
the public and private sector for planning and implemen- 
tation activity. This capacity will be supported through 
provision of assistance for major studies and supple- 
mentary provincial staff resources for planning and 
implementation. 


The Newfoundland economy has been unable to 
provide the level of investment in infrastructure reached 
in other parts of Canada, resulting in significant defici- 
encies in basic infrastructure required for development. 
Assistance in the form of such things as roads, serviced 
land for industrial or residential use, new sources of 
power, water supplies, sewage systems, transport and 
docking facilities required to support development 
opportunities will be an important area of joint activity. 


(a) Forestry 


The existence of significant unused or 
underutilized forest resources coupled with a 
strong market (both within the Province and 
without) for forest products, results in a major 
opportunity for increasing employment and 
output. At the same time, the needs of tourism, 
wildlife protection and recreation is an integral 
part of the forest development strategy. Inter- 
related initiatives will be taken aimed at man- 
agement and protection of the forest resource, 
at access, harvesting and processing, and at 
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marketing and increased local use of forestry 
products. 


(b) Fisheries 


The fisheries and the related processing activ- 
ity represent the largest source of employment 
in the provincial economy. Significant oppor- 
tunities for development exist in three broad 
areas. Firstly, Newfoundland can take full 
advantage of its proximity to the resource 
through increased harvesting, consistent with 
principles of good resource management, and 
further processing of the catch. Secondly, 
greater advantage can be taken of market 
opportunities for fishery products. Thirdly, 
there are opportunities in optimizing the provi- 
sion within the Province of the goods and ser- 
vices required by the fishery and fish process- 
ing industry, some of which will be related to 
other development opportunities. All of these 
will increase value added in the Province and 
have major direct and indirect employment 
benefits. 


(c) Agriculture 


Agricultural activities, while not making a large 
contribution to the overall provincial economy, 
can make a significant contribution to areas 
and circumstances where farming is viable. The 
strategy will be to stimulate production in 
Newfoundland of output which can compete in 
local or export markets, through the develop- 
ment of a rationalized and integrated agro- 
industrial sector. 


(d) Tourism 


There are significant opportunities available to 
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improve the impact of tourism on the provin- 
cial economy through improved tourist facili- 
ties and establishing a better relationship 
between the resource and marketing activities. 
Tourism development activities will be con- 
sistent with good resource management. 


(e) Ocean Science and Technology 


A major opportunity area for Newfoundland is 
in developing ocean science and technology. In 
the long run it is clear that harvesting the 
resources in the sea and under the sea will be a 
very major industry for North America. New- 
foundland’s geographical location gives it dis- 
tinct advantages in terms of providing a base 
for certain kinds of major scientific and 
research services and in terms of developing 
the technology required for ocean activities in 
the North West Atlantic. This is an instance 
where research oriented activities can provide 
some immediate employment and could even- 
tually lead to the development of highly spe- 
cialized service and manufacturing activities. 
Major efforts will be undertaken jointly to de- 
velop a Newfoundland based capability for 
undertaking such research. 


(f) Construction and Housing 


The construction industry is now one of the 
major sources of income and employment in 
Newfoundland. At the same time, it presents 
limitations on the ability to accelerate growth 
in the Province. This is due to the higher costs 
of construction in Newfoundland and the relat- 
ed problem of insufficient capacity for certain 
kinds of construction activity which leads to 
some physical limitation on the amount of ac- 
tivity that can be undertaken. 


Joint action is required to stabilize and expand 
the industry’s capacity and to arrest rising con- 
struction costs through a number of initiatives 
including upgrading construction labour, 
improving the availability at reasonable cost of 
supplies in Newfoundland, and encouraging the 
production and use of local materials, where 
this is viable. 


(g) Minerals 


There appear to be significant development 
opportunities in the mineral sector. In terms of 
extraction, there are opportunities for addition- 
al, viable mining operations both in Labrador 
and on the Island. Further processing of miner- 
al products in Newfoundland will be an impor- 
tant source of employment, where such proc- 
essing is viable. Specific development 
opportunities are being identified by a Federal- 
Provincial mineral evaluation project. 


(h) Manufacturing 


Manufacturing activity can be an important 
employment generator. Opportunities will be 
pursued in competitive manufacturing with 
emphasis on processing resources to final 
form. As well, manufacture of goods for the 
local market, or for export, will be encouraged 
and assisted, where such production will be 
viable. An effort will be made to encourage the 
grouping of related industries at various loca- 
tions in the province in order to increase the 
spillover benefits arising from firms located in 
close proximity to each other. Deep water har- 
bour sites will be used to guide concentrated 
industrial activity, and manufacturing and ser- 
vice industries related to off-shore petroleum 
exploration activities will be encouraged. 
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(i) Integrated Initiatives 


A number of development opportunities will be 
pursued as integrated initiatives centered on a 
geographic location rather than a specific pro- 
ject. Integrated initiatives will arise out of sec- 
tors noted above and others which may be 
identified in the course of this Agreement. 


(j) Other 


Other areas may be identified from time to 
time for joint action. For the moment identifi- 
cation and further examination will be carried 
out under the provision for studies mentioned 
at the beginning of this section. 


Included in this category are such things as: 
Offshore oil, deep water ports, transshipment 
facilities, energy, and technical and other 
assistance for the business service sector.

“development opportunity’’ means an op- 
portunity for economic or socioeconomic 
development significantly advancing the 
objectives of this Agreement; 


‘Federal Minister’? means the Minister of 
Regional Economic Expansion of Canada 
and includes anyone authorized to act on 
his behalf; 


‘fiscal year’? means the period commenc- 
ing on April 1st of any year and terminat- 
ing on March 31st of the immediately fol- 
lowing year; 


‘“{nitiative’> means the subject matter of 
any subsidiary agreement, and includes 
any program, project or other activity 
designed to implement the objectives of 
this Agreement; 


‘‘Ministers’’ means the Federal Minister 
and the Provincial Minister; 


‘Planning Region’? means any one of the 
two “Northern Ontario Planning Regions”’ 
or any one of the three ‘‘Southern Ontario 
Planning Regions’’ as shown on the rele- 
vant maps issued by the Province, Minis- 
try of Treasury, Economics and Intergov- 
ernmental Affairs, and attached hereto as 
Schedule ‘B’: 


‘*Provincial Minister’? means the Treasurer 
of Ontario and Minister of Economics and 


Intergovernmental Affairs and includes 
anyone authorized to act on his behalf; 


(h) ‘socioeconomic development”? means the 
combination of social and economic fac- 
tors necessary to encourage development 
and access to its benefits; 


(i) ‘“‘subsidiary agreement’? means an agree- 
ment made pursuant to section 6 of this 
Agreement. 


PURPOSE OF AGREEMENT 


2. The purpose of this Agreement is to facilitate 
joint federal-provincial cooperation in initiatives under- 
taken in respect of economic and socioeconomic de- 
velopment in Ontario to achieve the objectives stated 
hereinafter in accordance with the strategy agreed to in 
or pursuant to this Agreement. 


OBJECTIVES 


3. The objectives of this Agreement are: 


(a) to improve opportunities for productive 
employment and access to those oppor- 
tunities, and to sustain existing productive 
employment opportunities in those areas 
and sectors of Ontario which, relative to 
other areas and sectors of the province, 
are in need of special measures in order 
to realize their development potential with 
particular emphasis on disadvantaged and 
underperforming Planning Regions in socio- 
economic terms; 


(b) to encourage socioeconomic development 
in those areas of the province requiring 
special initiatives to permit the residents to 
contribute to and participate in the ben- 
efits of economic development; 


(c) to reinforce policies and priorities of the 
Province for regional development within 
Ontario insofar as they pertain to the areas 
and sectors of the province identified in 
objective (a). 


STRATEGY 


4. To pursue the objectives stated in section 3. 
Canada and the Province will seek to achieve a co- 
ordinated application of relevant federal and provincial 
policies and programs through continuing 


(a) identification of development opportuni- 
ties and assistance in their realization 
through coordinated application of rele- 
vant federal and provincial policies and 
programs, including the provision of spe- 
cialized measures required for such reali- 
zation; and 


(b) analysis and review of the economic and 
social circumstances of Ontario and 
Ontario’s relationship to the _ national 
economy, as these may be relevant to 
achieving the objectives stated in section 
Sr 


5. A broad strategy for achieving such objectives is 
provided in Schedule ‘A’ attached hereto, which strate- 
gy shall be considered annually, and may be revised 
from time to time, by the Ministers. 


SUBSIDIARY AGREEMENTS 


6.1 When a development opportunity has been 
agreed to by the Ministers for implementation under this 
Agreement, Canada and the Province may enter into a 
subsidiary agreement as provided for by subsection 6.4 
for the implementation thereof. Each subsidiary agree- 
ment shall be signed by the Ministers and may also be 
signed by such other federal and provincial ministers as 
appropriate, having regard to the initiative concerned 
and shall specify so far as practical all relevant details 
of the initiative, including the total estimated cost, and 
the costs, or the proportion of the costs, to be borne by 
Canada and the Province. 


6.2 In the formulation of any subsidiary agree- 
ment it is understood and agreed that each party will 
consider the relationship of the proposed initiatives to 
its relevant policies and programs, and that, within the 
context of the objectives and strategy of this Agree- 
ment, the Ministers shall consider its impact and costs, 
having regard to such analysis as they may deem to be 
relevant and practical in respect of the following matters 
and such other matters as may be agreed upon by the 
Ministers: 


(a) the extent to which it would directly create 
or maintain employment; 


(b) the extent to which it would support or 
encourage other activity which will create 
or maintain employment; 


(c) the extent to which it would broaden the 
range of economic opportunities in the 
planning region affected; 


(d) the direct effect, whether short-term, long- 
term or continuing, it would have upon 
provincial or federal expenditures; 


(e) the extent to which it would contribute to 
the stabilization of, or increase in, income 
levels in the planning region affected; 


(f) the impact it would have on the distribu- 
tion of population and the quality of life; 


(g) its effect on the environment; and 


(h) in the case of an industrial or commercial 
activity, the extent to which continuing 
subsidization may be required. 


6.3 Except as specified in the above mentioned 
Order in Council P.C. 1973-14/3799, all subsidiary 
agreements shall require the approval of the Governor 
in Council. 


6.4 A subsidiary agreement may be entered into 
where initiatives are to be taken by both Canada and the 
Province and may provide for policies to be pursued and 
initiatives to be undertaken by Canada or the Province 
individually or jointly, and may provide for, among 
other things: 


(a) the coordination of existing federal and 
provincial programs in support of an 
agreed development opportunity; 


(b) the provision of specific support including 
financial assistance required for the 
implementation of development opportuni- 
ties where support adequate to permit their 
realization would not be available under 
other government programs; and 


(c) the establishment of continuing programs, 
of a kind not otherwise available, for the 
support of development opportunities 
through reduction or elimination of identi- 
fied impediments to development. 


FINANCIAL 


7. The provision of financing by Canada and 
Ontario for the implementation of subsidiary agree- 
ments made pursuant to this Agreement is subject to the 
Parliament of Canada and the Province having provided 
funds for such financing for the fiscal year in which 
such financing is required. 


8.1 Financial arrangements as between Canada 
and the Province for each subsidiary agreement shall be 
established on the basis of the nature of the initiatives 
included therein, the federal and provincial responsibili- 
ties and interest in respect of such initiatives, and such 
other considerations as may be agreed. 


8.2 The total annual level of funding to be pro- 
vided by Canada and the Province for the operation of 
this Agreement and its allocation among subsidiary 
agreements shall be based on an agreed estimate of 
requirements for the fiscal year concerned to achieve 
the objectives of the subsidiary agreements and of such 
additional funds as may be required for planning and 
analysis of possible future initiatives. 


8.3 Where the costs of any initiative are to be 
shared between Canada and the Province, a subsidiary 
agreement shall specify the cost-sharing arrangements 
and the procedure for submission and reimbursement of 
claims between the parties, and may provide for 
advance payments and reimbursement by way of prog- 
ress Claims. 


8.4 Subject to the approval of the Ministers, com- 
mitments made and costs incurred by either party prior 
to the date of this Agreement may be included in a 
subsidiary agreement, if such commitments or costs 
were made or incurred after June 1, 1973 and if the 


subsidiary agreement is signed before the elapse of six 
months from the date of the Agreement. 


COORDINATION 


9.1 The Ministers shall meet annually, and shall 
consult together at such other times as may be mutually 
agreed, to review the general operation of this Agree- 
ment; to consider development opportunities that might 
be pursued; to review existing or proposed subsidiary 
agreements; and to determine the required level of 
funding. 


9.2 Each of the Ministers shall designate from 
time to time the official or officials who will be jointly 
responsible for the general coordination of the action to 
be taken under this Agreement. 


10. The Ministers shall invite each interested 
department or ministry of the governments of Canada 
and Ontario to send a representative to a meeting at 
least once each year at which the officials appointed 
under subsection 9.2 shall present information review- 
ing the strategy being pursued under this Agreement and 
initiatives being taken or to be taken under subsidiary 
agreements. 


11.1 Canada and the Province take note of the 
existing federal and provincial programs concerning 
economic and socioeconomic development for which 
the Department of Regional Economic Expansion and 
the Province are individually or jointly responsible, and 
agree to coordinate those programs as closely as possi- 
ble with the implementation of the subsidiary agree- 
ments made under this Agreement. 


11.2 Subject to subsection 11.1, commitments 
made under programs now in effect shall not be affected 


by this Agreement except to the extent that the subject 
matter of such programs may be affected by the provi- 
sions of a subsidiary agreement, unless such programs 
be altered or terminated by mutual agreement of both 
parties. 


EVALUATION 


12. Each subsidiary agreement shall include 
appropriate provisions regarding evaluation, and Canada 
and the Province shall provide each other with such 
information as either party may reasonably require in 
order to evaluate the operation of any subsidiary 
agreement. 


RECORDS AND AUDIT 


13. Each of the parties hereto shall keep detailed 
and accurate accounts and records of its expenditures in 
respect of all initiatives taken under the Agreement the 
cost of which is to be shared between them, and shall 
make such accounts and records available at all reason- 
able times for inspection and audit by the other party. 
Any discrepancy between the amounts paid by either 
party and the amounts actually payable by it, as dis- 
closed by any such audit, shall be promptly adjusted 
between the parties. 


DURATION 


14. This Agreement shall expire on the 31st day of 
March, 1984, unless earlier terminated by mutual agree- 
ment; provided, however, that either party may termi- 
nate this Agreement at the end of any fiscal year, by 
giving to the other party two clear fiscal years’ notice in 
writing of such termination, it being agreed that such 
notice shall not be given sooner than three years from 
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the date hereof. Subsidiary agreements implementing 
initiatives that cannot be completed by the date of 
expiration or termination of this Agreement shall contin- 
ue in force and effect until completion of the relevant 
initiative or expiration of the applicable subsidiary 
agreements, whichever is the later. 


GENERAL 


15. No member of the House of Commons or the 
Legislative Assembly of Ontario shall be admitted to 
any share or part of any contract, agreement, or com- 
mission made pursuant to any subsidiary agreement, or 
to any benefit to arise therefrom. 


16. Any dispute between the parties hereto on any 
question of law or fact arising out of this Agreement or 
any subsidiary agreement, shall be submitted to and 
determined by the Federal Court of Canada pursuant to 
the Federal Court Act of Canada. 


17. Where one party hereto is responsible for the 
implementation of a shared-cost initiative it shall indem- 
nify and save harmless the other party, its officers, 
servants, and agents, against all claims and demands of 
third parties in any way arising out of the implementa- 
tion of such initiative, except as such claims or demands 
relate to the act or negligence of any officer, employee 
or agent of the other party. 


18. All construction work in respect of initiatives 
shall be subject to and carried out in accordance with 
relevant labour legislation and such other conditions as 
may be agreed to between Canada and the Province. 


19. All contracts for the performance of initiatives 


shall be awarded without discrimination by reason of 
race, sex, age, marital status, national origin, colour, 
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religion or political affiliation; it being agreed, however, 
that the foregoing shall not prevent the implementation 
of special measures designed to benefit native people or 
disadvantaged groups in the planning region concerned. 


20. Canadian material, and consulting and other 
professional services shall be used in respect of all 
initiatives to the extent to which it is procurable and 
consistent with proper economy and the expeditious 
performance of the initiatives. 


21. The parties hereto agree to cooperate on the 
joint release of any announcements concerning the 
undertaking of subsidiary agreements, and to include in 
each subsidary agreement provisions for a publicity 
program that provides due credit and recognition to the 
federal and provincial governments. 
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IN WITNESS WHEREOF, this Agreement has been execu- 
ted on behalf of Canada by the Minister of Regional 
Economic Expansion and on behalf of the Province by 
the Treasurer of Ontario and Minister of Economics and 
Intergovernmental Affairs.

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GENERAL DEVELOPMENT AGREEMENT 
Schedule ‘A’ 
ONTARIO 


A. INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of this Schedule is to elaborate on 
section 4 of the Agreement which indicates, in a general 
way, the manner in which the objectives stated in sec- 
tion 3 are to be pursued. Reference to the Schedule is 
made in section 5 where it is noted that the primary 
function of this attachment to the Agreement is to 
outline, in broad terms, the strategy being contemplated 
for the achievement of the Agreement’s objectives. This 
strategy is subject to annual review by the Ministers 
and, reflecting the intent that it is not in any sense 
exclusionary, will be revised from time to time as 
necessary. 


Three main components make up the Schedule: 


1) a summary of the economic circumstances 
giving rise to the Agreement, 


2) a reiteration of the Agreement’s objec- 
tives, 


3) a statement on each of the activity areas 
viewed at the time of signing of the Agree- 
ment as being clearly relevant to the 
achievement of its aims, and serving as 
suitable subjects for subsidiary agreements 
as provided for in section 6. 


The list of activity areas in the Schedule is not in 
any way meant to be exclusive or limiting; other de- 
velopment opportunities appropriate for joint action by 
the two levels of government will undoubtedly be identi- 
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fied and agreed upon over the course of the Agreement. 
Also, mention of an activity area in the Schedule does 
not represent a commitment by either government to 
initiate action during the fiscal year, 1974-75. The 
Schedule as a whole does not purport to state or 
embrace all of the concerns and goals of the two gov- 
ernments; rather, it is confined to those matters perti- 
nent to the realization of the Agreement’s objectives. 


B. SUMMARY OF CIRCUMSTANCES 


Although Ontario ranks among the most prosperous 
of the 10 provinces from the standpoint of aggregate 
indicators of economic wealth, such measures fail to 
reflect the significant disparities in economic terms 
among the province’s five Planning Regions. In fact, the 
rate of development in Northern Ontario and a signifi- 
cant portion of Eastern Ontario has not kept pace with 
that in the province as a whole or in Canada generally. 
Unemployment rates and per capita income levels in 
these areas compare unfavourably with the correspond- 
ing provincial and national averages. 


The nature of the problem giving rise to the regional 
disparities in Ontario varies between the northern and 
eastern parts of the province. Social and economic 
development in Northern Ontario is impaired by the 
long distances separating the communities in the region 
from each other and from national and international 
markets and sources of supply. Also, the range of eco- 
nomic activities in the north is comparatively narrow, 
consisting mainly of the exploitation and export of min- 
eral and forest products. The relative lack of processing 
facilities and service operations acts as a serious con- 
straint on the number of income and employment oppor- 
tunities. World market vagaries and the depletion of 
non-renewable resources affect adversely the stability 
of the many communities heavily dependent on one or, 
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at most, a handful of economic pursuits. Residents of 
Indian origin in the many unorganized municipalities are 
‘typically characterized by low levels of income. Also, 
these communities suffer from a serious lack of public 
services. The overall consequences of the foregoing 
traits are reflected in such indicators as a rate of popula- 
tion growth which is approximately one-quarter the pro- 
vincial figure, a below-average rate of labour force 
participation, particularly on the part of females, and a 
relatively high rate of unemployment. 


In Eastern Ontario, the underlying cause of the 
region’s comparatively unfavourable unemployment and 
per capita income records is a decline in the labour 
requirements of the traditionally important agriculture 
and forest industries together with a relative lack of 
growth in manufacturing job opportunities. While new 
industrial enterprises have been attracted to the area, 
they have served largelv to counterbalance the disap- 
pearance or decline of older manufacturing establish- 
ments in the wood-using and textile fields. Ottawa, the 
largest city in Eastern Ontario, has mitigated the 
region’s unimpressive economic performance as a result 
of the cyclical stability and long-term growth which has 
characterized government employment. However, the 
city’s economic influence has been relatively localized 
and has been insufficient to dominate the regional totals. 
Tourism in Eastern Ontario has not yet developed to the 
point where it is generating substantial income and 
employment opportunities outside the major centres. 
Within some parts of the region, there is an overdepend- 
ence on a narrow range of economic activities. This lack 
of a diversified economic structure has frequently 
meant instability and unemployment. 


In order to affect in a positive way the economic 


situation in Northern and Eastern Ontario, special meas- 
ures will be required. Quite apart from equity considera- 
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tions, special measures are warranted because of the 
development potential in each of these areas. In the 
north, resource exploitation can be expected to continue 
as a raison d’étre for many communities, suggesting that 
further resource processing may be an important means 
of providing additional employment and income oppor- 
tunities. Tourism will also continue to be an important 
component of the economy and a generator of employ- 
ment and income. Scope may exist for some import 
substitution enterprises and for a range of large-scale 
office activities. Particular attention will need to be 
given to the social and cultural needs of the native 
population and the residents generally of the more iso- 
lated settlements. In Eastern Ontario, manufacturing, 
government and tourism appear to offer the best growth 
prospects. The region is aided in this regard by its 
strategic location astride the Windsor-Quebec City de- 
velopment axis. 


Cy OBIEeCTIY ES 


The objectives of this Agreement are: 


a) to improve opportunities for productive 
employment and access to those oppor- 
tunities, and to sustain existing productive 
employment opportunities in those areas 
and sectors of Ontario which, relative to 
other areas and sectors of the province, 
are in need of special measures in order 
to realize their development potential with 
particular emphasis on disadvantaged and 
underperforming Planning Regions in soci- 
oeconomic terms; 


b) to encourage socioeconomic development 
in those areas of the province requiring 
special initiatives to permit the residents to 
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contribute to and participate in the ben- 
efits of economic development. 


c) to reinforce policies and priorities of the 
province for regional development within 
Ontario insofar as they pertain to the areas 
and sectors of the province identified in 
objective (a). 


D. AREAS OF ACTIVITY 


In light of the circumstances stated above, and to 
bring about the realization of the Agreement’s objec- 
tives, a variety of approaches and mechanisms will be 
employed jointly by Canada and Ontario, including con- 
tinuous contact and liaison between the two levels of 
government and the coordinated application of relevant 
federal and provincial policies and programs. In the case 
of all subsidiary agreements, the Canada Department of 
Regional Economic Expansion and the Ontario Ministry 
of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs 
will undertake to coordinate on-going programs under 
the respective federal and provincial jurisdictions where 
relevance to the clauses of an agreement is demons- 
trated. An analysis and review of Ontario’s economic 
and social circumstances will be conducted on a contin- 
uing basis at both the provincial and the sub-provincial 
levels. A continuous and flexible process will be intro- 
duced for the identification and pursuit of development 
opportunities, taking into account not only provincial 
needs but also national considerations. Development 
opportunities will be realized through the taking of 
public sector initiatives and the stimulation of private 
enterprise, with the emphasis being placed on the latter. 


It is intended that programs and projects launched 


jointly by Canada and Ontario will be consistent with 
the provincial and sub-provincial objectives of the 
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Ontario Design for Development Program. The resulting 
subsidiary agreements may be either topical/sectorial in 
nature or relevant to a particular geographic area such 
as the northeast. 


The two governments will take steps to ensure that 
the planning capacity available to them is sufficiently 
adequate that identified development opportunities can 
be pursued effectively and without undue delay. Also, 
they will provide for the joint financing of infrastructure 
facilities essential to the realization of development 
opportunities. 


Additional topics which have been jointly identified 
and agreed to by Canada and Ontario as priority areas 
of attention and suitable candidates for a subsidiary 
agreement appear below. As indicated earlier, the list is 
not meant to be confining in any way; indeed, the 
expectation is that it will be augmented continuously 
over the life of the GDA. Each of the items mentioned 
is viewed as a major development opportunity. 


a) Cornwall Area of Eastern Ontario 


Being the major centre in that part of Ontario 
east and south of Ottawa, Cornwall has attract- 
ed a considerable number of the workers leav- 
ing the agricultural sector and the very small 
communities in the area. On the other hand, the 
city has been hit hard by major industrial clo- 
sures during the past 15 years. Consequently, 
unemployment has been much above the pro- 
vincial average despite relatively heavy out- 
migration on the part of long-time residents. In 
recent years, the industrial incentives programs 
of the Canada Department of Regional Eco- 
nomic Expansion and the Ontario Development 
Corporation have been successful in inducing a 
number of manufacturing firms to locate in the 
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b)

Cornwall area. Nonetheless, a high level of 
unemployment and onerous welfare costs con- 
tinue to strain the city’s financial resources to 
the point where serious sacrifices are having to 
be made in the provision of municipal services 
and amenities. A subsidiary agreement is cur- 
rently under consideration which, when final- 
ized, will contribute substantially to the amelio- 
ration of the socioeconomic situation in the 
part of Eastern Ontario centered on Cornwall. 
It is intended that this agreement will contain 
both aids to new industry and measures for 
improving the quality of life. 


Northwestern Ontario 


Northwestern Ontario is the first part of the 
province for which a set of policy recommen- 
dations designed to help achieve the goals of 
the provincial Design for Development Pro- 
gram has been published and officially accept- 
ed. In light of these recommendations and the 
circumstances noted earlier, consideration will 
be given to initiatives consistent with federal 
and provincial development objectives and pri- 
orities and designed to facilitate both urban and 
rural development. Emphasis will be placed on 
ways to enable the region’s primate centre to 
play its intended central role in the develop- 
ment of the area. Possible initiatives in North- 
western Ontario include the amelioration of 
certain existing municipal facilities and ser- 
vices, the creation of one or more groupings of 
resource processing enterprises in an industrial 
park setting, and, where possible, the diversifi- 
cation of the economic base of existing single- 
industry communities. 


Forest-Based Industries 
Many communities in Northern Ontario, and 


d) 


some communities in other parts of the prov- 
ince, are almost entirely dependent on wood- 
using industries for their existence. Strong 
competition from producers in other parts of 
the country and the Southern United States, 
relatively high wood costs, burdensome trans- 
port charges, an increasing requirement for the 
installation of pollution control devices and, 
not infrequently, a growing degree of plant 
obsolescence have combined to make special 
measures necessary if these industries are to 
remain economically viable over the longer 
term. Especially important in this respect is the 
pulp and paper industry, the “‘linch-pin”’ of the 
wood-using manufacturing sector. The sus- 
tained health of this industry will be of critical 
importance in maintaining the viability of other 
forms of wood-using activity such as sawmills, 
particle-board plants, veneer mills and flake- 
board operations. Conversely, these other 
types of wood-processing facilities are essen- 
tial to the maintenance of a viable pulp and 
paper industry. The establishment of a highly 
integrated wood-using manufacturing sector is 
an excellent way of ensuring the longevity of 
each sector component. The two governments 
will consider initiatives designed to help realize 
this goal. 


Single-Industry Communities 


Single-industry communities, by definition, are 
more vulnerable to economic crises than com- 
munities having a diversified economic base. 
Many towns in Northern and Eastern Ontario 
are dependent on a single major economic ac- 
tivity for their existence. Among the most vul- 
nerable ones are those established in connection 
with the exploitation of a non-renewable 
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e) 


f) 


resource such as a gold mine. Technological 
change can result in severe hardship for others, 
e.g. pulp and paper towns, or the settlements 
constructed to service radar bases. Through the 
exercise of foresight and careful planning, 
adverse change can be anticipated and compen- 
satory steps taken. Consideration will be given 
to measures by which the two governments 
may cooperate in attempts to diversify and 
stabilize the economy of vulnerable communi- 
ties. 


Industrial Incentives Programs 


The provision of incentives to industry is 
expected to remain a significant element in the 
stimulation of industrial activity in those areas 
of Ontario needing special attention. Close 
coordination between federal and provincial 
incentives programs is essential and mech- 
anisms will be developed to ensure that indus- 
trial development activities are consistent with 
and supportive of the objectives specified in 
the GDA. 


Special Project Initiatives 


Canada and Ontario may agree to provide eco- 
nomic incentives for relatively large and 
highly-focused project initiatives in addition to 
more routine incentives having application to 
generally small projects. Special project initia- 
tives will probably relate largely to the tourism 
and manufacturing fields with particular 
emphasis being given to resource processing 
and similar activities. The objectives of special 
project initiatives will be job creation, job pre- 
servation (where appropriate) and the promo- 
tion of longer-term economic viability and 
stability.

Transportation and Communication 


Inadequate transportation and communications 
facilities have been a major impediment to the 
development of the more remote parts of 
Northern Ontario and a major contributor to 
the evidence in many communities of relative 
social isolation. Canada and Ontario will coop- 
erate -in the formulation of programs to 
improve transportation and communication 
facilities essential for development purposes. 
Initiatives in this regard could relate to airstrip 
improvements and extensions, the construction 
or upgrading of interurban and resource access 
roads, and the amelioration of coastal barge 
and ferry services. Also, innovative and experi- 
mental projects relating to various modes of 
transportation, e.g. the servicing of remote 
areas by hovercraft, could be undertaken. 
Initiatives in the communications field could 
involve one or more of a number of services 
such as navigation aids, general ground to air 
communications, television, radio or the tele- 
phone system. 


Rural Development 


The existing Federal-Provincial Rural Develop- 
ment (ARDA) Agreement will continue for its 
duration as an enabling device akin to but 
separate from the GDA. Upon the termination 
of the ARDA Agreement, a separate rural de- 
velopment agreement may be signed by the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food and 
the Canada Department of Agriculture. Alter- 
natively, it will be possible to provide for the 
continuation of the substance of ARDA, either 
in whole or in part, under a subsidiary agree- 
ment to the GDA. Should a positive decision be 
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1) 


made in this latter regard, it is anticipated that 
emphasis will be placed upon programs and 
projects of a broad rural development nature. 


Ontario Northlands 


Outside growth centres designated pursuant to 
the Ontario Design for Development Program, 
there is a substantial group of socially and 
economically disadvantaged people isolated 
from the mainstream of provincial social and 
economic life by barriers such as geography, 
low levels of educational attainment, and pov- 
erty. A significant portion of this population is 
Indian or Metis. Although the Indians are locat- 
ed primarily in Northern Ontario, there are 
Indian Bands throughout the province. Many 
of the members can be considered to be isolat- 
ed and disadvantaged. Special. efforts will be 
made to encourage and assist residents of iso- 
lated communities to participate in and benefit 
from the realization of development opportuni- 
ties. Possible areas for early attention in this 
regard include economic assistance for small 
businesses, Community improvement measures 
(consistent with regional planning goals), and 
manpower training and_ skill upgrading 
programs. 
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
